pany one keeps is a criterion by which a 

man or a woman may be judged as to per- 
sonality and character. Friendship with those of 
good reputation is an edifying experience. Com- 
panionship with evil persons leaves its mark upon 
those who seek their fellowship. 

It is impossible as well to live a life of self- 
gratification, license and revelry and keep the 
tell-tale marks of dissipation from appearing 
among the lines of the 
face. The countenance of 
a man will ultimately re- 
flect his inward thoughts 
and desires. Even the 
normal indulgences in 
which humanity takes 
pleasure are indelibly 
printed there. 

There are very few 
men and women who 
have not had the experi- 
ence of meeting individ- 
uals from which there is 
an emanation of evil. 
Even though nothing is 
said, there is an instinc- 
tive desire to draw away, 
compelled by a feeling of inward revulsion that 
cannot be fully explained. There is a subconscious 
tuning into the wavelength of their unrighteous 
mm and the resulting discord is disquieting 
and upsetting. 

How great is the contrast when an individual 
is devoted to righteousness, seeking the Lord 
with all his heart and soul and walking in the 
paths of the just. Then it is the wicked ones who 
are repelled, for they are not at ease in his pres- 
ence. Condemned by his example, they seek to 
destroy his testimony, but the Psalmist declares, 
‘Let all those that put their trust in thee rejoice: 
let them ever shout for joy, because thou defend- 
est them: let them also that love thy name be joy- 
ful in thee. For thou, Lord, wilt bless the right- 
eous; with favour wilt thou compass him as with 
a shield” (Ps. 5: 11-12). 

The countenance of a righteous person re- 
flects a soul at peace with God, for, through his 
faith, his hope will be justified. His eyes, the win- 
dows of his soul, do not reveal a life dead in tres- 
passes and sins; rather, they mirror the light of a 
soul redeemed from death. When Moses ascended 
Mount Sinai and talked face to face with God, his 
face reflected the Glory of the Lord as a result of 
his experience. When he returned to camp, the 
radiant glory that shone in his face was so bright 
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that it was necessary for him to put on a veil as he 
talked with the people. The account states: 
‘And it came to pass, when Moses came down 
from mount Sinai with the two tables of testi- 
mony in Moses’ hand, when he came down from 
the mount, that Moses wist not that the skin of 
his face shone” (Ex. 34: 29). 

Through a close association with God during 
the days spent on the Mount, Moses was so 
transformed in appearance that his face mir- 
rored the Glory of the 
Lord. What, then, of the 
righteous man who all 
his life walks closely with 
his Lord, in daily com- 
munion with Him and 
meditating upon His 
Word? Paul had this 
thought in mind when 
speaking of those who 
accept Jesus Christ as 
their personal Saviour 
and are daily led by His 
Holy Spirit: ““Where the 
Spirit. of the Lord is, 
there is freedom. There- 
fore all of us, having the 
reflected splendour from 
the unveiled face of the Lord, will be trans- 
formed into the same resemblance, from splen- 
dour to splendour, entirely by an inspiration from 
the Lord” (II Cor. 3: 17-18, Ferrar Fenton Trans.). 

If a man’s ways are evil, the darkness of the 
nether world will cast its shadow over his face as 
journey’s end approaches. But if a man’s way is 
determined by his devotion to righteousness, his 
demeanor will be graced by an inner serenity that 
will set his whole being alight with the reflected 
glory of Him who has redeemed his soul from de- 
struction.

The larch of History... 


The Clock Strikes Jury 19, 1953 will go down in his- 
Five A.M. tory as the day the enemy ac- 

cepted our capitulation on terms 
agreeable to him, when, for the first time in our history, 
we failed to fight a war through to victory. With the Com- 
munists consenting to a truce that compels our nation to 
repudiate the very principles for which we declared we 
entered the war in the Far East, Sunday, July 19, 1953, 
will mark the day of our willingness to accept defeat, 
brought about through State Department scheming that 
took from military leaders the right to wage the war in the 
American tradition with military victory as its objective. 
The removal of General Douglas MacArthur, and the issu- 
ing of orders by political leaders preventing commanders 
in the field from pressing advantages gained over the 
enemy, is certainly the blackest record in our history since 
we won our independence in 1776. 

Added to this has been the perfidy of allies who, although 
not as heavily committed as we were in the actual fighting, 
could have given us at least the full cooperation of their 
support of our position. Instead, they joined in the manipu- 
lations to prevent our armed forces from gaining a military 
decision on the field of battle. As the result of all the pres- 
sures exerted, we have come to terms with the foe in a 
manner that surpasses the lowest degree of appeasement, 
for it amounts to an admission that we have lost the war at 
a time when we possessed the means to have won a decisive 
victory over a vicious foe. Meanwhile, these same allies 
have been trading with the enemy, thereby giving definite 
support to the foes of righteousness. 

It was twenty years ago this year that the United States 
of America recognized the government of Soviet Russia. 
From 1933 to 1953 we have watched the Soviet Union 
consolidate its power within and expand beyond its borders 
until now it has become a far-flung empire, dominating 
a large section of the globe. Furthermore, our diplomatic 
recognition of the Kremlin gave them the opportunity to 
build up an espionage system within our borders and plant 
men in key positions, enabling them to steal the secrets of 
the atomic bomb and secure other valuable information 
of strategic importance. 

Now, in 1953, we have capitulated in a time of war 
without allowing our forces to gain a victory over the 
armed forces of the enemy which were directed from Mos- 
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cow. Finally, after a week of negotiations that began 
following Sunday, July 19, 1953, when the Communists 
signified their intention to enter into a truce agreement, 
on Sunday, July 26, 1953, (U. S. time), a truce was signed 
that enabled the Communists to claim they were the vic- 
tors. That week comprised the first seven days of the final 
hour of the Night of Darkness. * 

The disquieting feature that makes our capitulation all 
the more ominous is that neither Soviet Russia nor Com- 
munist China were parties to the signing of the truce. Yet 
the war could have ended long ago but for the presence of 
Red Chinese troops backed by Soviet support. No pro- 
vision was made in the truce to prevent either Communist 
China or Soviet Russia from moving in aggression when- 
ever and wherever they choose to do so. 

If it were not such a tragic situation, it might be amusing 
to have Communist China questioning whether Syngman 
Rhee will keep the terms of the truce while Communist 
China repeatedly declares she is not involved in the war. 
Actually we should be far more concerned as to whether 
or not Red China and Soviet Russia will abide by the 
terms even though they hide behind the subterfuge of 
pretending they are not a party to them. | 

Never in our history have the American people been so 
frustrated. We have been fighting an enemy our national 
leaders dare not name; we have treated as a neutral a 
government that is supplying all the sinews of war for the 
armed forces that are fighting us. The most disturbing 
feature in the entire situation is that those who are 
charged with carrying on the affairs of our government 
have followed the council of supposed allies who have had 
little interest in winning the conflict but have been greatly 
concerned lest the campaign be carried to the point of in- 


‘terfering with their business as usual with both Soviet 


Russia and Communist China. 

We are stupidly acquiescing in all this in the name of 
the United Nations and in order to support its tottering 
authority. The price we have paid for having become so 
entangled in its web is well over 140,000 casualties and the 
privilege of having carried not only the financial burden 
of the war, but of doing the greater part of the fighting as 
well.

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In his Sunday evening broadcast of July 19th, the very 
day the Communists in Korea made it clear that they would 
be willing to sign a truce, Paul Harvey stated: 


“Whenever we start thinking in terms of atomic war and talk 
in terms of discontinuing negotations; whenever we growl in such 
a way that they know we mean it, they throw us a bone. We say 
agree to a truce or get ready to duck some big ones. They agreed. 
The Reds say they are now ready to begin preparation for signing 
a truce... .” 

“South Korea’s Foreign Minister Pyun Yun Tae said the truce 
is nothing more than a Communist trap which will end with the 
Communization of all Korea and a good portion of the free 
world.” 


The signing of the truce means no change whatever in 
the Communists’ over-all plan for the conquest of all Asia 
and the continued drive to attain their ultimate goal — 
world domination. The insincerity of the Reds has been 
demonstrated so many times that it is hard to understand 
how anyone can take what they say seriously. The concern 
of Korea’s foreign minister is not without foundation in 
fact, as the following statement by Paul Harvey shows: 


“All the while the Chinese Communists are continuing (we 
have seen this from the air — we know) a massive build-up on 
the central front, massing mountains of reinforcement north of 


the Pukhan River.” 


If the Communists were sincerely interested in establish- 
ing peace, and in implementing the truce with this objec- 
tive in view, there would be no need for such a military 
build-up. Bit if they are planning later to violate the terms 
of the truce and move against South Korea when propi- 
tious circumstances present themselves, then such a build-up 
is understandable. Actually Syngman Rhee has very good 
reason to be apprehensive in behalf of his country and 
regarding the future intentions of the Communists. 

One of the outstanding characteristics of the Communists 
is treachery and the truce could well be a means of throw- 
ing the Western nations off balance. Then, suddenly and 
without warning, they could launch a powerful military 
offensive, gaining their objectives by sheer weight of man- 
power before they could be stopped again. 

Lest we forget, the truce in Korea signals the beginning 
of a series of moves on the part of the enemy that will spell 
major disaster for the Western world. All those who suc- 
ceeded in compelling the termination of the conflict with- 
out victory will not long benefit from the trade with the 
enemy they sought to preserve, which they hope will now 
become increasingly profitable with Communist countries. 

Having been willing to accept, and insisting upon, 
compromising principles for the sake of financial gain, 
trampling in the dust their solemn pledge to liberate all of 
Korea and unify the country, we now face overwhelming 
judgment due to break soon upon the bloody and heartless 
world economic system. John declared in Revelation, 
Chapter 18, that there would be weeping and wailing as a 
result of the predicted destruction of this wanton world 
economic order. He said: 


“In her was found the blood of prophets, and of saints, and of 
all that were slain upon the earth.” (Rev. 18: 24.) 


Everyone who is aware of the pressure forcing the present 
disgraceful truce, the terms of which leave a small, helpless 
nation still confronted by a vicious foe, cannot deny the 
justice of the judgment John has pronounced upon an 
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economic structure that has and is capitalizing upon the 
blood of the slain. No wonder John declared that this 
evil system is the habitation of devils. However, the truce 
in Korea is a signal that its days are now numbered. 





Timing the No MATTER how much we may de- 

plore the decisions made by our na- 
Korean Truce, tional leaders in their handling of 
international affairs, we have to remember that even in 
their blunderings the Divine timetable is being kept. This 
in no way excuses them for their foolish and sometimes 
treasonable decisions, but it does demonstrate that even 
the evil men may do is used by God to bring about the 
fulfillment of His purposes. At times the evident purpose 
is to increase the pressure upon His people to compel them 
to turn away from their unrighteous practices. 

The truce was signed at Panmunjom Sunday evening, 
July 26th, U. S. time, or Monday morning, July 27th, 
Korean time. Concessions were made in the terms of the 
truce that amounted to a capitulation in the eyes of the 
Communists. This was verified in the type of propaganda 
issued from Peiping following the signing. Had we been 
victorious, we could have dictated terms that would not 
have included such concessions as the following: 

7) Agreement that a certain number of North Korean 
airfields may be. made operational at once for civilian 
purposes with no restrictions placed on the repair of mili- 
tary fields. 

2) Agreement to evacuate a series of islands which have 
been Allied observation posts off the coast of North Korea. 

Do the North Koreans need civilian airfields for the 
commercial planes they are now going to put into service? 
Just how many commercial airplanes do they have? The 
mere asking of these questions points up how absurd it is to 
pretend the Communists are going to make those airfields 
in North Korea operative for such a purpose. Already 
reports are coming in of Communist jet planes winging 
their way into North Korea from Manchuria, and these 
are not for commercial purposes by any stretch of the 
imagination. 

At least before the truce was signed we could bomb 
behind the Communist lines and keep their military 
build-up off balance. Now they can rebuild airfields and 
move men and equipment from Manchuria into North 
Korea with no hindrance whatsoever. When the time 
comes for their next move, it will be from strength and we 
shall pay a fearful price for our failure to defeat them in 
battle and dictate terms of peace that would have made a 
united Korea possible. 

It is not only important that Destiny call attention to 
the over-all chronological pattern of coming events, but 
also that, as events take place, attention be called to their 
timing in their chronological setting. Only thus will the 
importance of following the Divine timetable and tabulat- 
ing related events be fully recognized.

“The above connection between the formation of the League 
of Nations and the Korean Armistice signing is a striking example 
of fulfillment. The ‘plus 2 days’ after expiration of period falling 
on the signing date is true to type (see pp. 144-145 in Their Days 
Are Numbered). The 10 X 1260 measure likewise is a complete 
period, for the League of Nations (inception Jan. 25, 1919) was 
reborn in the United Nations.

The Lord saw to it that General Douglas MacArthur 
was brought back from Korea at the beginning of the 
Second Watch of the night to warn His people, and that 
warning was completed during the first 15 minutes of that 
watch. At the end of the period of 840 days, or 7 X 120, 
signifying warning perfected, the Korean Armistice was 
signed, the terms of which lost for us all that would have 
been gained had the plan proposed by General Mac- 
Arthur been followed and he had been allowed to wage 
war with victory as his objective. A period of twenty-four 
days, or the last fifteen minutes of the Fourth Watch, dat- 
ing from the signing of the Korean Truce, ends August 20, 
1953. The mishandling of the Far Eastern situation and the 
failure to heed the warnings issued by General Douglas 
MacArthur are bringing our nation face to face with dis- 
astrous consequences for the future peace and welfare of 
our people. The very timing of the signing of the Korean

Feeding the Hungry Wwen tue United States of- 
fered to feed the hungry peo- 
ple in East Germany, the Soviet rulers refused to have 
anything to do with the proposition. Food plays an im- 
portant part in their governmental control and they did 
not relish the idea of losing its power over the people. 

A major weapon of Soviet tyranny is hunger. If work- 
men become unmanageable, their ration cards are con- 
fiscated, with the result that those who lose them face star- 
vation. In the case of whole communities which are seeth- 
ing with revolt, food is used as the weapon to assist in bring- 
ing the people into subjection so that they may become 
willing to do the bidding of their slave masters. The very 
threat of the loss of food has its effect upon those who are 
disgruntled because of the ruthless tactics of their Red 
rulers. 

The despotic leaders in Soviet Russia, and those who 
carry out Soviet orders against the unfortunate peoples 
under their control in satellite countries, are assuredly 
under Divine condemnation for their evil works. Esdras 
pronounces judgment upon these oppressors, declaring: 


**For thou hast afflicted the meek, thou hast hurt the peaceable, 
thou hast loved liars, and destroyed the dwellings of them that 
brought forth fruit, and hast cast down the walls of such as did 
thee no harm. Therefore is thy wrongful dealing come up unto 
the Highest, and thy pride unto the Mighty. The Highest also 
hath looked upon the proud times, and, behold, they are ended, 
and his abominations are fulfilled.” (II Esdras 11: 42-44.) 

Turning to the New Testament, we read the declaration 
of Jesus: 

“When the Son of man shall come in his glory, and all the 
holy angels with him, then shall he sit upon the throne of his 
glory: And before him shall be gathered all nations: and he shall 
separate them one from another, as a shepherd divideth his sheep 
from the goats.” (Matt. 25: 31-32.) 

The basis upon which such a separation is made between 
the sheep and the goat nations is the question as to whether 
they have fed the hungry, given drink to the thirsty or 
clothed the naked. Because the nations separated on His 
left hand have failed to succor the oppressed and down- 
trodden, the judgment is rendered: 

“Then shall he say also unto them on the left hand, Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels: For I was an hungred, and ye gave me no meat: 
I was thirsty, and ye gave me no drink: I was a stranger, and ye 
took me not in: naked, and ye clothed me not: sick, and in prison, 
and ye visited me not.” (Matt. 25: 41-43.) 

When they ask when it was that they failed to do all this, 
He will reply: 

**Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye did it not to one of the 
least of these, ye did it not to me. And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment: but the righteous into life eternal.” 
(Matt. 25: 45-46.) 

As the result of the food being sent to Germany by the 
United States, Soviet Russia and her leaders, together with 
the leaders of the satellite nations, will never be able to say 
food was not available to feed the hungry. Therefore, their 
condemnation will be that much greater in the day they 
stand to receive judgment for their wickedness. That the 
day of that judgment is near is very certain. Evil men who 
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are oppressing the people, using guns and tanks to prevent 
the distribution of food to the hungry, are given another 
chance to redeem themselves through the generosity of 
the United States and they have turned it down. 





cA Red Napoleon ? A reapinc of the history of 

the French Revolution reveals 
that Napoleon rose to power through the exercise of mili- 
tary strategy in order to meet a perilous situation which 
was the result of a period of butchery and terror. Napoleon 
became the real ruler and under him France launched 
out upon wars of conquest. One is led to wonder if history 
will repeat itself in Russia now. The Bolshevik revolution 
in Russia, as in France, was followed by a period of butchery 
and terror. In fact, the Bolshevik terrorism eclipsed any- 
thing of a like nature in all history. Is there a Red Na- 
poleon likely to arise who will furnish leadership to the 
army? Is such a leader coming who will send the northern 
hordes marching southward as described by Ezekiel (Ez. 
38-39)? 

Arvo Tuominen, ex-chief of the Finnish Reds, sees such 
a Red Napoleon in Marshal Gregory K. Zhukov who was 
the Red victor of Berlin in 1945. Tuominen declares 
Zhukov is now the most popular man in the Red Army 
and possibly in all Russia. ‘Thus there is one question fore- 
most in the minds of those who are watching the situation 
develop in Soviet Russia. Is an army revolution developing 
there like that which brought Napoleon to power in 
France? 

The events of the week of June 21 to 28, 1953 were of 
very great importance. Dr. J. Guthrie of Canada, who had 
established the importance of June 28, 1953 as a terminal 
date of many prophetic time-periods, writes in an inter- 
esting letter: 


“IT have been waiting until the picture cleared before making 
any comment on the fulfillments of June 28, 1953, which I found 
to be so strongly marked by the time cycles. 

“The week of June 21 to June 28 was described by Life Magazine 
as the week when everything happened. There were riots in 
Berlin. There was the crisis in Korea reaching its culmination, 
with a special session of the ROK parliament called for Sunday, 
June 28. There was the end of the last Egyptian Dynasty with 
the proclamation of the Republic of Egypt. There was the ter- 
mination of the French Crisis on June 26, with the acceptance of 
Premier Laniel after the longest spell without a government. 

“On the 27th the dramatic cancellation of the Bermuda Con- 
ference and the compulsory retirement of Sir Winston Churchill 
were followed later by the delayed announcement that the Mos- 
cow palace revolution, and possibly the liquidation of Vice 
Premier Beria, occurred the evening of June 27th. There were 
rumors that this palace revolution incited open revolt in Poland 
on the 29th of June. Certainly Russia rushed armored troops 
there. 

“On the 29th, General Mark Clark informed the Communists 
that they could take or leave the truce on the recognition that 
the released North Korean non-Communist prisoners were lost 
and gone forever; so the agreements of June 28 were the turning 
point in the prisoner crisis. 

“IT believe that the revolution in Russia was the most significant 
of all these turbulent events. Some think that Churchill’s illness 
was diplomatic when a tip-off of the Russian government crisis 
made the future policy of the Kremlin too obscure for the Bermuda 
Conference to be effective. I think the illness was real; and that is 
a remarkable illustration in its timing of the overruling hand of 
God controlling human affairs.

“Following the death of Stalin, Marshal Vo-ROSH-ilof was 
made President. This indicated the power of the Red army in the 
new political set-up. It would seem that it was the Red army that 
engineered the coup on the evening of June 27 that ousted Beria. 
Will future events replace Malenkov with Molotov when the 
Red army decides to take over control openly as now they seem 
to exercise control behind the scenes? 

“Molotov is reported to favor now as the time for a trial of 
strength with the West. Molotov means ‘hammer.’ Time will 
show if he has any connection with Jeremiah 50: 23. If such a 
change occurs, it may well prove that June 27-28 was the tip-off 
to coming future events as June 28, 1914 proved to be the presage 
of the Great War of August 4, 1914 to November 11, 1918. 

*‘Russia remains a conundrum wrapped in mystery within an 
enigma; but the importance given to the events of this week by 
the heavy concentration of expiring time cycles at this time, and 
in the months immediately following, make me keep on the alert 
for the breaking of news that will give us their significance in 
time’s true perspective.” 

There has never been such a time in history when events 
were fraught with so much ominous portent. Yet it is 
difficult to arouse any but the watchers to their significance. 
Those who take warning and remain alert, however, will 
not be found among the multitudes who are going to be 
taken as in a snare in the developing crisis. 





Clock Watchers Ir 1s essenTIAv to know the time of 

day, for only thus can one organize 
his work and coordinate his activities so that assigned 
tasks may be completed on schedule. But in business and 
labor circles there is that individual of dubious personality 
who is called a “‘clock watcher.” He spends so much time 
glancing at the clock to see how near he is to a certain hour 
(quitting time) that he neglects his work and at the end of 
the day his accomplishments are found to be most unsatis- 
factory. 

We are sometimes reminded of the clock watcher by 
those who concentrate their entire attention upon a date, 
so much so that they neglect to observe the over-all pattern 
of which that date is but a part. Like the clock watcher, 
little is accomplished while they mark time, waiting for 
something to develop that will, they hope, transform wish- 
ful thinking into a firm faith. 

Discussing the question of faith and works, James said: 


“‘Shew me thy faith without thy works, and I will shew thee 
my faith by my works. . . . For as the body without the spirit 
is dead, so faith without works is dead also.” (James 2: 18 & 26.) 


It should always be borne in mind that God has not 
given us chronological information to replace faith. Those 
who undertake to use it as a substitute for an abiding faith 
in the plans and purposes of God will always be disap- 
pointed. Dates will come and go and those who lack faith 
are very likely to see little in them. 

Chronology has its purpose nevertheless; it is a witness 
to the watchers to spur them on to greater endeavors, for 
God intends this knowledge to stimulate, not stymie, the 
activities of His followers. But we must not become chrono- 
logical clock watchers by focusing our attention upon a 
given date to the exclusion of its importance as the begin- 
ning or the ending of significant time-periods as the Divine 
plan of the ages unfolds before us. The date that times an 
event is as important as each hour of the day, but it must

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N A PARABLE He gave to His fol- 
| lowers Jesus Christ Himself fore- 

told the fact that there would be a 
premature expectation of His second 
coming, followed by a tarrying period, 
at the end of which He would come. 
In the article, ““While the Bridegroom 
Tarried,” Destiny for January 1953 
(pp. 11-12), it was shown that William 
Miller was called of God to proclaim 
the beginning of this tarrying time, 
thus fulfilling the words of our Lord. 
Mr. Miller’s mission was to bring 
about the fulfillment of that part of 
the Parable of the Ten Virgins in 
which a premature cry was raised con- 
cerning the Lord’s arrival: 


“Then shall the kingdom of heaven be 
likened unto ten virgins, which took their 
lamps, and went forth to meet the bride- 
groom. And five of them were wise, and 
five were foolish. They that were foolish 
took their lamps, and took no oil with 
them: But the wise took oil in their vessels 
with their lamps. While the bridegroom 
tarried, they all slumbered and slept.” 
(Matt. 25: 1-5.) 


Wiliam Miller and his followers 
took their lamps and went out expect- 
ing the Lord to come. This was in 
1844 a.p. and by this activity they 
marked the chronological beginning 
of the tarrying period. Following the 
apparent failure of his mission, many 
went to sleep; that is, the expectation 
of the Second Advent was forgotten by 
the great majority of Christians. How- 
ever, according to the parable, at mid- 
night, or as the Greek expresses it, in 
the middle of the night, the cry was 
made: 


“Behold, the bridegroom cometh; go ye 
out to meet him.” (Matt. 25: 6.) 


Then the ten virgins arose and be- 
gan to trim their lamps, initiating 
the commencement of the period 


that may be designated as lamp-trim- 
ming time. * 


1844 A.D. 


The date of the beginning of the 
tarrying time— 1844 a.p.—is of

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utmost importance. Basing his conclu- 
sions upon his own careful findings 
from the Scriptures, especially con- 
cerning the epoch of the Cleansing of 
the Sanctuary in prophecy, William 
Miller firmly believed it would be the 
year when the Lord would return. 
The failure of the fulfillment left those 
who had earnestly expected it greatly 
disappointed, but Mr. Miller and the 
faithful few who had supported him 
did not lose faith. William Miller knew 
God had called him to do exactly what 
he had done, although he could not 
understand why the message had 
failed. 

It was in the year 1816 A.p. that 
Miller came under strong conviction 
and God moved to bring him to the 
place where he would be willing to do 
His bidding. Fifteen years later, in 
1831, he delivered his first lecture on 
the Second Advent to a full house and 
by March 1844 he had delivered 3200 
lectures and witnessed more than 6,000 
souls born into the Kingdom. 

Why did God allow William Miller 
to become so deeply impressed with 
the fact that he must proclaim the 
caming of the Lord, when God knew 
this would not take place at that time? 
Of course, if Mr. Miller himself had 
known the actual truth, he could not 
have spoken with the conviction that 
he displayed in the certainty of the 
soon coming of the Lord. Neverthe- 
less, in the Divine plan it was manda- 
tory that this premature call to go out 
to meet the Lord should be sounded 
and Mr. Miller was selected for this 
mission. In the Editor’s Note prefacing 
the article, “While the Bridegroom 
Tarried,”’ it was stated: 


“William Miller accomplished a definite 
purpose in the Divine plan; that is, the 
announcement of the beginning of the 
*Tarrying Period.’ This is borne out by the 
fact that, aroused from a state of coma at 
the end of his life, he made the important 
announcement just before he died that his 
followers had entered a period of tarrying 
and he called upon them to patiently await 
the coming of the Lord.” 


Due to the fact that men could not 
see that God had a purpose in com- 
pelling Mr. Miller to proclaim the 
message he gave, he has been consid- 
ered a failure down through the years; 
and worse, from that day to this he has 
been the object of ridicule. Yet Wil- 
liam Miller’s life was not spent in vain 
and, by his final remarks as he pre- 
pared for death, it is made clear that 
God showed him he had made no 
mistake. 


Foot of Great Step 


Significantly, the year 1844 is 
strongly marked in the Great Pyra- 
mid, for it is the date of the foot of the 
Great Step at the head of the Grand 
Gallery. (The year 1909 a.p. is the top 
of the Great Step, arrived at by retro- 
spective dating from 1914 a.p., the 
beginning of the First Low Passage.) 
As shown.in the accompanying dia- 
grams, the whole face of the Great 
Step lies in the east to west central 
vertical plane of the Great Pyramid 
itself. Due to the fact that the plane 
of the Great Pyramid passage system is 
off center by the Displacement Factor 
of 286.1 inches, it was possible here for 
the first time to come into direct line 
with the center, or top, of the apex 
stone, or Capstone, of the Great Pyra- 
mid. 

It was most fitting that William 
Miller should have selected 1844 a.p. 
as the year in which the Sanctuary 
should be cleansed, for the influence of 
the Capstone itself fell across the pas- 
sage system in that year. But while 
Mr. Miller recognized that the date 
had to do with the Cleansing of the 
Sanctuary, he thought of that date as 
its completion, although history has 
since proved it to have been the be- 
ginning, not the ending, of that process. 
As stated in Study in Revelation: 


“The Hegira dates from 622 a.p., the 
year Mohammed fled from Mecca. The 
Mohammedan Era is reckoned in lunar 
years. Thus, while 391 solar years of un- 
restricted power were granted to the 
Ottoman Empire from the taking of Con- 
stantinople in 1453 a.p. to 1844 a.p., this 
year (1844) is the 1260th lunar year 
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of the Hegira when influences were brought 
to bear upon Turkey, curbing her power 
of aggression. From that date on she began 
to decline until by 1917 a.v. (which is 
1335 lunar years from Mohammed’s 
flight), Turkey was driven from Jerusalem 
and Palestine.” (Study in Revelation, p. 95.*) 


Again quoting from this book: 


“The drying up of the Great River 
Euphrates would signify the diminution of 
the Turkish power until it receded into 
the territory from whence it originated. 
What does history reveal? From 1844 
A.D., When Great Britain compelled 
Turkey to grant religious rights to minori- 
ties, until the beginning of the 20th cen- 
tury, the waters of this Euphratean plague 
continued to recede.” (Study in Revelation, 
pp. 238-9.) 


Mr. Miller had good reason to judge 
the year 1844 as important and the 
Lord allowed him to assume it was the 
year of His return so that the prema- 
ture announcement of His Second 
Advent would fulfill the first phase of 
the Parable of the Ten Virgins. Fur- 
thermore, that call had to be given 
during 1844 a.p. since it was in that 
year that, for the first time, humanity 
faced the east-west vertical plane of the 
Great Pyramid as the march of history 
brought the world into line with the 
Capstone. It was the one and only 
year when the call could go out and 
from which the tarrying period could 
be dated. 


The Cap Stone 


What is the significance of the Cap- 
stone and its symbolism? Turning to 
the New Testament, we find that Jesus 
Christ declared He is the Headstone, 
or Capstone. Speaking to the Jews, He 
said: 

“Did ye never read in the scriptures, 
The stone which the builders rejected, the 
same is become the head of the corner: 
this is the Lord’s doing, and it is marvellous 
in our eyes?” (Matt. 21: 42.) 


The only type of building construc- 
tion that calls for a cornerstone that 
becomes its headstone, or capstone, is a 
pyramid. In order for the capstone of 
a pyramid to take its rightful place at 
“the head of the corner,” the edifice 
must be constructed in conformity 
with the pattern of the headstone itself. 


The Stone Kingdom 


The Stone Kingdom, as shown to 
Daniel (Dan. 2: 34-35), which is to

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grow into a great mountain and fill the 
whole earth, will not be a complete 
reality until the Headstone takes its 
place, and that Kingdom must be 
fashioned in accordance with the speci- 
fications of the Headstone. This Stone 
Kingdom is none other than the King- 
dom organized at Mount Sinai over 
which Jesus Christ is to reign as de- 
clared by the Angel when he said to 
Mary: 

*‘And the Lord God shall give unto him 
the throne of his father David: and he 
shall reign over the house of Jacob for 
ever; and of his kingdom [the house of 
Jacob] there shall be no end.” (Luke 1: 
32-33.) 


But Daniel was told that it was the 
Stone Kingdom that was to grow into 
a great mountain and would have no 
end.* Therefore, the House of Jacob 
and the Stone Kingdom of Daniel 
must be one and the same, for it is 
over a kingdom that will have no end 
that Jesus Christ is to reign forever. 
He is the Headstone who will com- 
plete the edifice at His coming, bring- 
ing the Kingdom into conformity with 
Himself and with the requirements of 
all His laws. 


His Coming Prevented 


The certainty of the Second Advent 
was proclaimed when, in 1844, the 
world came into line with that Head- 
stone, but the advent itself could not 
take place. This was because God’s 
people were still displaced from Him, 
as symbolized in the Displacement 
Factor showing the passage system of 
the Great Pyramid out of line with the

Headstone by 286.1 inches. In the year 
1844 it was impossible to move the dis- 
tance of this Displacement Factor to 
the right and into line with the north 
and south central vertical plane of the 
Great Pyramid, for tons of solid ma- 
sonry, to the depth of 286.1 inches, 
intervened. Until restoration could be 
made and this displacement elim- 
inated, the coming of Him who is the 
Headstone was prevented. The inter- 
val between 1844 and that day when 
this second alignment will take place 
defines the tarrying time as depicted 
in the Parable of the Ten Virgins. 
Though the shadow of the Headstone 
had momentarily fallen across history 
in 1844, and brought forth the issuance 
of the call that the Bridegroom was 
coming, the alerted virgins went to 
sleep following that date. A century 
later they began to stir as the cry was 
raised once more that the Bridegroom 
is coming. ; 


September 16, 1936 


It was not until the King’s Chamber 
was reached in the Great Pyramid that 
it became possible to turn to the right 
and approach the north and south cen- 
tral vertical plane of the Great Pyra- 
mid as shown on the accompanying 
diagram. The displacement could now 
be overcome without the intervening 
wall of masonry preventing a west- 
ward movement toward the north- 
south plane. The construction of the 
King’s Chamber enables men to move 
freely in a westward direction toward 
the Open Tomb and into line with the 
Headstone. When this point is reached 
the tarrying time will have been com- 
pleted, making inevitable the Second 
Advent of our Lord. 

On September 16, 1936 it became 
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possible to look westward toward the 
Open Tomb and, as a result, the watch- 
ers were alerted and a renewed inter- 
est in His Second Advent was strongly 
evidenced among those who were 
looking for the Lord’s coming. How- 
ever, comparatively speaking, very 
few availed themselves of this oppor- 
tunity to look toward the Open Tomb. 
As the symbolism of the King’s Cham- 
ber reveals, the overwhelming major- 
ity continued on toward the south 
wall of the King’s Chamber where, 
unless destruction overwhelms them, 
they will be compelled, by the force of 
circumstances, to turn to the right and 
toward the Open Tomb. 


June 2, 1954 


It is of interest here to note that, from 
the junction of the central line of the 
passage system with the south wall of 
the Great Pyramid on August 20, 
1953, to the north and south central 
vertical plane of the Great Pyramid 
(see diagram), the measure is 286.1 
inches; that is, the Displacement Fac- 
tor in inches. Reckoned in days from 
August 20, 1953, that plane will be 
reached on June 2, 1954, or just one 
year after the Coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth II on June 2, 1953. 


A Change of Times 


The Apocalypse of Baruch * records 
the interesting answer to the prayer of 
this prophet who was making an ear- 
nest inquiry of the Lord: 


“For that time shall arise which bringeth 
affliction; for it shall come and pass by 
with quick vehemence, and it shall be 
turbulent, coming in the heat of indigna- 
tion. And it shall come to pass in those days 
that all the inhabitants of the earth will be 
moved one against another, because they 
know not that My judgment hath drawn 
nigh.” (Chapter 48: 31-32.) 


We have been living in this time of 
affliction for, with the beginning of 
World War I, peace was taken from 
the earth and troubles and difficulties 
have been increasing ever since. Speak- 
ing of the attitude of the many, Baruch 
is told: 


“For there shall not be found many wise 
at that time, and the intelligent shall be 
but a few: Moreover, even those who know 
53) most of all be silent.” (Chapter 48:

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No truer appraisal of the present 
situation could have been made. Dan- 
iel described those who are guiding 
the affairs of state today as the basest 
of men,* who are making the inevi- 
tability of disaster even more certain. 
A man like General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, who knows the solution to the 
Far Eastern problem, is silent and 
others who have the ability to handle 
pressing problems confronting the 
world are either forcefully silenced or 
removed from office. 

Upon the spiritual plane of activity, 
the Church has no message for these 
times, for most of its leaders are igno- 
rant of the meaning of the signs of the 
times and those who do know are un- 
able to speak because of the denom- 
inational strangleholds that bind them. 
Baruch is told further: 


“And many shall say to many at that 
time: ‘Where hath the multitude of intel- 
ligence hidden itself, And whither hath 
the multitude of wisdom removed itself?’ ” 
(Chapter 48: 36.) 


Comment is hardly necessary here, 
for on every hand we hear the question 
asked: where are the statesmen who 
formerly guided the affairs of state? 
Where are the men of wisdom who in 
the past were able to lead and protect 
our people? Men of wisdom are not 
coming to office and men of under- 
standing are not now directing the af-

fairs of the nations in these trying times. 
Then follows the description of the 
conditions which have been extant 
throughout the earth as the judgments 
of God are visited upon the nations. 
Speaking of the fact that the people 
were contemplating the lack of real 
leadership over them, Baruch is told: 


“And whilst they are meditating these 
things, Then envy shall arise in those who 
had not thought aught of themselves, and 
passion shall seize him who is peaceful, and 
many shall be roused in anger to injure 
many, and they shall raise up armies in 
order to shed blood, and in the end they 
shall perish together with them. And 
it shall come to pass at the self-same time, 
that a change of times shall manifestly 
appear to every man, because in all those 
times they polluted themselves, and prac- 
tised oppression, and walked every man in 
his own works, and remembered not the 
Law of the Mighty One.” (Chapter 48: 
37-38.) 


Here we have a perfect description 
of the chaos and confusion, conflicts 
and wars of the present time, all of 
which are leading to a time of trouble 
so severe that Daniel declared there 
has been none like it.* Now note that 
all these things constitute event signs 
of major importance in relation to the 
ending of the tarrying time, for Baruch 
is told: 


“Therefore a fire shall consume their 
thoughts, and in flame shall the medita-

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tions of their reins be tried; For the Fudge 
shall come and will not tarry.” (Chapter 
48: 39.) 


He Will Surely Come 


The Prophet Habakkuk was told 
that the vision given to him was to be a 
witness for the appointed time, and that it 
will speak in the end and will not lie. 
Then he was given instructions of 
peculiar implications: 

“Though it tarry, wait for it; because it 
will surely come, it will not tarry.”” (Hab. 
2: 3.) 


Ferrar Fenton renders this passage 
as follows: 


“If it lingers, yet wait, for it comes, it 
advances — it will not delay!” 


These seemingly very contradictory 
instructions appear to imply that the 
“vision” will tarry, or be delayed, yet 
the positive statement is made, “It 
will not tarry.”’ Thus we are given to 
understand that there will seem to be a 
momentary pause in the rapid fulfill- 
ment of expectations. Nevertheless, 
although they appear to be retarded, 
they will actually come on time, for 
there is to be no delay, nor a further 
tarrying. 

Why is this prophecy put in such 
apparently contradictory terms? It is 
for the reason that, although the tarry- 
ing appears to continue, there is actu- 
ally no delay, and assurance is given 
to those to whom this message is ad- 
dressed that they are to remain alert 
and ready, for the pause but camou- 
flages the advance of the fulfillment of 
their expectations. 

Does this indicate that, as the tarry- 
ing time itself draws to its close, many 
will be deceived into believing it is 
being prolonged? Jesus Himself lent 
substance to this thought when He 
called attention to those who would 
say, ““My Lord delayeth His coming.” 
He then warned that, as a result of the 
events that cause them to take such an 
attitude, suddenly and without prior 
warning they will become aware of the 
foolishness of the position taken when 
He shall appear. 

It is certain that such an apparent 
delay at the end of the tarrying time 
will cause a differentiation to be made 
between the wise and the foolish, as 
well as a weeding out of the faithless. 
The latter would naturally join with 
those who will begin to engage in ridi- 
cule and thus fulfill Jesus’ prediction: 


“And shall begin to smite his fellow- 
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servants, and to eat and drink with the 
drunken.” (Matt. 24: 49.) 


The faithful will heed the admoni- 
tion, “It will surely come; it will not 
tarry.”” The faithless, who could not 
endure to the end (Matt. 10: 22), will 
find they have their portion with the 
hypocrites and there will be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth (Matt. 24: 50- 
51). Thus, a double warning is given 
through both Habakkuk and Jesus 
of a temporary pause that will precipi- 
tate a major falling away into apostasy, 
bringing about the separation of the 
foolish and faithless from the wise and 
faithful. It is a fearful thing to con- 
template the fact that there are many 
who have known and accepted the 
truth of the approach of the end of 
the age and the certainty of the com- 
ing of the Lord, yet, in the face of the 
appearance of a further tarrying on 
His part, will turn away to join the 
ranks of those who lapse into apostasy. 
However, it is because of the grave 
spiritual danger that some face that 
the warning is given. 


Heavenly Signs 


Mr. William Miller came under 
conviction in 1816 A.p. and 120 years 
later, in 1936 A.p., the watchers be- 
came alert and began to look toward 
the Open Tomb, again coming under 
conviction that the end of the tarrying 
time was at hand and the coming of 
the Lord was drawing near. Seventeen 
years after Mr. Miller came under 
conviction, the great Star Shower of 
1833 took place and no doubt this 
astronomical phenomenon materially 
contributed to assist him in the procla- 
mation of the message that the Lord 
was coming. Seventeen years after 
1936 is the year 1953, the termination 
of the Consummation of the Age as 
shown in the Great Pyramid. This date 
is also 120 years after 1833 when the 
Star Shower occurred. 

The date set by Mr. Miller as the 
important year, and so defined in 
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Great Pyramid chronology, was 1844 
A.D. It was eleven years before this date 
that the Star Shower occurred in 1833. 
The year 1953, set forth as important 
both in the Great Pyramid and in its 
chronological implications by Scrip- 
tural measurements, is eleven years 
after 1942 when the know-how of split- 
ting the atom became a laboratory 
fact. 

The Star Shower was referred to by 
our Lord when he said, “and the stars 
shall fall from heaven” (Matt. 24: 29), 
That statement is immediately fol- 
lowed by an allusion to the final sign 
to appear prior to the shining forth of 
the Sign of the Son of man in the sky. 
The words are, “‘and the powers of the 
heavens shall be shaken” (Matt. 24: 
29). 

As we now progress toward the 
Open Tomb in the King’s Chamber of 
the Great Pyramid, the watchers, who 
have already been the recipients of 
marvelous Divine revelation during 
their freedom of movement in this 
chamber, should, figuratively speak- 
ing, be on their toes, for momentous 
events are on the agenda for fulfill- 
ment as we approach the time when 
we shall be in alignment with the 
north and south vertical plane of the 
Great Pyramid. This will bring to 
bear upon world affairs the full power 
and authority of Him who is the Resur- 
rection and the Life. 

The cry, “Behold, the bridegroom 
cometh, go ye out to meet him,” is 
being sounded, for the tarrying time 
is now drawing to its close. The influ- 
ence of the Capstone that fell across 
the course of history one hundred and 
nine years ago this year is now being 
augmented by the reality of the actual 
narrowing of the gap that prevented 
the human race from moving into 
alignment with the Capstone. The 
measure of 286.1 inches eastward from 
the center of the Great Pyramid, as 
represented in the plane of the passage 
system, is symbolic of mankind’s dis- 
placement throughout the centuries. 
Now the Building Race must move to 
the west and into complete alignment 
with the purposes of the Divine plan, 
the culminating triumph of which is 
the return of the Son of God to take 
the Throne of His father David as 
King of kings and reign over the House 
of Jacob forever. Then and then only 
will a war-weary world secure the 
blessings of universal peace and the 
knowledge of the Lord will fill the 
earth as the waters cover the sea. 
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WS OF THE signing of a truce in Korea means that 
| \ | we must be prepared to expect repercussions ex- 
tending far beyond the military sphere. Indeed, 
the immediate impact of the truce will most likely be felt 
in the realm of economics. From a purely military stand- 
point the Korean adventure was a disaster. Forbidden to 
use the peninsula as a springboard for all-out attack, the 
United Nations’ forces found themselves out on the end of 
the limb of a tree, unable to deal decisively with an enemy 
left free to use the mainland as Tom Tiddler’s ground. It 
is a wise decision now to extricate ourselves from the false 
position in which we had been so artfully maneuvered 
and we can afford to do so since the political motive for 
making the stand in Korea has been both achieved and 
justified. 

Valuable lives have been lost in Korea, but none have 
been wasted. For in the absence of any really workable 
partnership between the United States and the British 
Commonwealth, the United Nations was the only instru- 
ment for making world decisions and its authority needed 
to be upheld until something more effective and better can 
be evolved to take its place. ‘That an international organiza- 
tion of this character should become a target for intrigue is 
inevitable. That the organization would cease to be an 
effective authority upon the withdrawl of the English- 
speaking peoples, whose influence and power in it is dom- 
inant, is obvious. It will be abandoned if it cannot be 
transformed. Meanwhile, the UN * represents the ines- 
capable fact that there must be, or come into being, some 
effective form of world authority in a world daily growing 
smaller due to the ever-increasing speed of communica- 
tions with its consequent annihilation of time and space. 


Fears of Peace 


In a leading article entitled “Economics of the Olive 
Branch,” the London Times shows how the commodity and 
share markets react, not only to the fear of war, but to the 
fears of peace. Thus it asserts: 


“The wild boom in commodities which followed the outbreak 
of the Korean war was an object lesson in the damage that fear 
of war can do. It impoverished all the industrialized countries, 
brought some of them near to bankruptcy and caused a serious 
business recession on the rebound.” 


Referring to the sharp fall in the world’s commodity and 
share markets last April “‘in response to the expression of peace 
issuing from Moscow,” in May last, the Times continues: 


“Not the least of the benefits that are expected of true peace is 
that goods should be less scarce and money more dependable. Yet 





* General George Marshall gave the following classic description 
of the UN when, describing it as little more than a reflection of the 
state of the world itself, he concluded: ‘‘Perhaps the greatest worth 
of the United Nations is precisely this: it holds up a mirror in which 
the world can see its true self. And what should we want to see 
in such a mirror, but the whole truth — at such a time of total 
struggle?” 
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in the mood of the market place there is an element of anxiety 
also. In part the falls in prices reflect a lack of confidence in the 
ability of the free world’s economy, conditioned and stretched 
taut, first by scarcities and then by rearmament and war in the 


East, to adjust itself easily to peace, if peace should come. 


‘The cut in defense spending which would follow automatic- 
ally from a Korean truce would not be negligible. Governments 
should be considering whether the free countries’ economies are 
well prepared to cope with a consequent fall in demand. Failure 
would create conditions no less favorable for Communist infil- 
tration than would defeat in an area of war. That the Communist 
peace initiative may have this long-term intention cannot be 
ruled out. It would be no more than a return to purer Marxist 


orthodoxy.” 


Upon this particular angle of the problem the Observer 
has the following pertinent comment: 


“Official opinion is that there is as yet no reason to believe 
there has been any change in basic Russian objectives. The best 
informed official conjecture is that the death of Stalin has set his 
successors some difficult problems at home which they can more 
easily solve in the warm sunshine of a détente than in the arctic 
atmosphere of the cold war. There is no disposition in official 
quarters to underestimate the possibility that the main Russian 
motive may be guile rather than good will. A détente might be 
successful in stopping the rearmament of Germany through 
E.D.C. — a prime Soviet aim. It also might divide the Western 
allies and cause difficulties to their economies, now distorted by 
the burden of rearmament, which could not easily be adjusted 
to constant changes in armament orders.” 


To appreciate in full the impact of this form of strategy 
we need to recall the speech of President Eisenhower in 
which he declared: 


“‘We must see just exactly what is the danger before us. It is 
more than merely a military threat. It has been coldly calculated 
by the Soviet leaders, for by their military threat they have 
hoped to force upon America and the free world an unbearable 
security burden leading to economic disaster. They have believed 
and plainly said that free people cannot preserve their way of 
life and at the same time provide enormous military establish- 
ments. 

“Communist guns, in this sense, have been aiming at an 
economic target no less than a military target.” 


That in the world economic system, as it exists today, 
fears of peace can have consequences no less disintegrating 
than fears of war is illustrated vividly by the following com- 
ment in the New York Times: 


“For seven years the Russians have tried to scare us into 
isolation and inflation; now, as the experts see it, one of their 
objectives seems to be to smile us into disarmament, deflation, 
unemployment and depression. The observers think that the 
Soviet hierarchy is trying to bring the United States up against 
the major problem of keeping its people employed when it 
shifts to a modified peace economy.” 
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Upon which Henry Hazlitt in Newsweek avers: 


“It was only a few months ago that the Russian Communists 
were accused of threatening war mainly to force us to spend our- 
selves into inflation and bankruptcy. Now they are accused of 
threatening peace to force us to economize ourselves into unem- 
ployment and depression. A regular technique seems to have 
developed among our would-be planners, official and unofficial. 
If they want to get us to do something, they immediately charge 
that the Russian Communists are trying to force us to do the 
opposite. 

*‘What the planners are really arguing for is the continuance of 
monetary inflation. Indeed, a school is now developing that op- 
enly embraces perpetual inflation. With such doctrines on the 
loose, the administration is going to find it extremely difficult to 
hold to a course of economic, fiscal and monetary sanity.” 


The Soviet rulers would be simpletons indeed if, in pur- 
suance of their aim of world revolution, they failed to take 
full advantage of every weakness in the opposite camp. 
What the average person fails to realize is that our most 
dangerous enemies are those of “‘our own household,” in the 
sense that they are enemies within our midst. As an ex- 
perienced observer put it recently, in a Bulletin for private 
circulation only: “Jt zs not commonly realized that we in this 
country face a relentless and persistent drive to undermine our 
financial economy. The money-kings of the world have two main 
lines by which they pile up their fortunes: (a) by deliberately en- 
gineered slumps, (b) by the equally skillful engineering of alleged 
booms. Thus they make money both on the swings and the round- 
abouts. The money-kings, like the conquerors of old, show no 
mercy to them who are weak.” 


The Madhouse of Economics 


In the fall of 1931, during the course of an interview 
with the then Financial Secretary to the Treasury, the re- 
mark was made: “‘ The fact that Britain has gone off gold and 
survived has disproved every economic law we ever knew.” ‘To 
which A. R. H. replied: “On the contrary, it simply demon- 
strates that the economic laws we thought were laws were not laws 
at all.”? Those of us who have lived long enough to become 
familiar with the stock-in-trade mumbo jumbo of econo- 
mists are no longer surprised to find that the experts can 
always find expert reasons for not being able to do things. 
The fact is that they find themselves caught up in a system 
which has them trapped whichever way they turn; the 
Wanton System which, as Revelation declares, “‘treats as 
merchandise the bodies and souls of men.” Indeed, the Daily 
Mail was voicing the growing conviction of many thou- 
sands of thinking people, when recently it proclaimed “‘the 
urgent need to bring some gleam of sanity and order into the mad- 
house of post-war economics.” 

This is a normal, healthy reaction to intolerable condi- 
tions, but it betrays an optimism which is not shared by 
the majority of professional economists who speak sagely of 
“economic determinism as the key to history,” or, like H. A. L. 
Fisher, ask us to expect as inevitable the recurrence of 
“one emergency following another as wave follows upon wave.” 

So, while the mass of the people feel themselves sinking 
slowly into a morass of uncertainty, the only shouts of en- 
couragement which reach them are slogans such as: “‘Pay 
or Perish! Produce or Starve! Export or Die!” But the exhorta- 
tions and incantations of the Priests of High Finance are 
begining to fall on deaf ears in the face of the dawning 
realization that the system is not operated for the benefit of 
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the people but in the interests of those who monopolize 
the control of monetary credit. 

Prophecy alone gives a clear answer to these problems 
and shows a way out of the impasse. As David Davidson 
once described the situation in an article entitled “The 
Stege of Civilization”: 


*‘And so the trend towards economic chaos continues with the 
machinery of the economic world order being maintained under 
the accelerating of expenditure fuelled by loans —so long as 
the fuel lasts; burning up economic ‘security’ to obtain ‘security’ 


by rearmament! 

“The pattern of prophecy reveals that the Divine Plan is 
shortly to come into operation; that, as a consequence, all cur- 
rent human planning is being thwarted; that God is utilizing 
the operation of Satanic evil in human planning to effect His 
thwarting process; and that modern civilization is thus being 
rapidly disintegrated to leave the earth a fit and proper place 
for the righteousness of God to enter in.” 


No one has rendered a finer service than David David- 
son in pioneering research in the translation of Great 
Pyramid symbolism. His interpretation of this symbolism 
in its economic aspects amounts to genius and on occasions 
too numerous to mention he has prefigured in his writings, 
months before the event, circumstances which have at a 
subsequent date been confirmed by commentators using 
identical journalistic phrases to describe the event. This is 
particularly true of the expression, “‘Stege Economy,”’ which 
was first used by David Davidson in describing the then 
future trends, and ultimately employed by Mr. R. A. 
Butler, British Chancellor of the Exchequer, to describe 
current events when he said: 


“We are going through some tough times together, but I am 
convinced that to create a sort of siege economy in this country 
would be a sign of national desperation and that to grip and 
cramp the activities of our people in the vice of state control 
would be an act of national suicide.” 


At the same time, as an indication of the extent to which 
we were already in the grip of “‘siege”’ conditions, a letter 
to the Editor of the Daily Sketch under the sub-heading, 
““State of Siege,” says: 

“‘When I read, or hear over the wireless, that an extra ounce 
of bacon is to be issued on a certain date and also an extra pound 
of sugar for the summer months, I begin to wonder whether 
I am living in a beleaguered city, or isolated in the Arctic Circle. 
I refuse to get used to it.” 


Although conditions generally may be less severe out- 
wardly in the new world, in a recent issue of the monthly 
review published by the New York Federal Reserve Bank, 
an illuminating analysis is given describing the manner in 
which control of consumer credit may be used “‘to create 
feast or famine conditions.” 


Security With Solvency 


In his speech on defense in May last, the President of 
the United States rightly affirmed that prolonged infla- 
tion is as destructive as chemical attack and prolonged 
tension equivalent to a lost battle, and made a proclama- 
tion in harmony with the principles of the Sermon on the 
Mount when he declared: 


“Every gun that is made, every warship launched, every 
rocket fired, signifies a theft from those who hunger and are not 
fed, those who are cold and are not clothed.” 
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President Eisenhower continued by calling for “‘the 
dedication of the energies and resources and imaginations of all 
peaceful nations to a new kind of war’ when he continued: 


“This would be a declared total war, not upon any human 
enemy, but upon the brute forces of poverty and need. The peace 
we seek can be fortified — not by weapons of war — but by 
wheat and by cotton, by milk and by wool, by timber and by 
rice. These are the words that translate into every language on 
earth. These are the needs that challenge this world in arms. 
Monuments to this new kind of war would be roads and schools, 
hospitals and homes, food and health.” 


Referring to the past eight years of fear and force, the 
President concluded: 


“What can the world hope for if no turning is found on this 
dread road. The worst to be feared and the best to be expected 
can be simply stated. The worst is atomic war. The best would 
be a life of perpetual fear and tension, a burden of arms draining 
the wealth and labor of all peoples, a wasting of strength. The 
question stirs the hearts of all sane men: Is there no other way 
the world may live?” 


Prophecy clearly defines the other way the world may 
live. As David Davidson puts it in a passage pregnant with 
deep significance: 

“The prophecy of the Unseen Presence assures us that by the 
eventuation of the circumstances feared we shall be delivered 
from our current economic bondage into an experience of tuitive 
progress toward the true economy of God’s providence. The 
Unseen Presence is portrayed as penetrating all obstructions and 
passing on through the King’s Chamber into the solid masonry 
beyond. The fact to be noted, as this is symbolized, is that the 
mundane history of the British Race, in the Commonwealth and 
the U.S.A., is to cease in the materialistic sense, and that the race 
— as Israel — is to be tuitively moulded spiritually, to become 
building materials in the hand of God, after August 20, 1953 and 
on to September 17, 1986. 

“The latter date is symbolized as that at which the Unseen 
Presence occupies the penultimate position of Overcomer. The 
final position is that of the Unseen Presence at September 17, 
2001 a. p. This is the Feast of Trumpets ending the 6,000 years 
of Adamic history and heralding the Dawn of the Age of Right- 
eousness.”” 


By the time this article appears in print August 20, 1953 
will have come and gone. It is important that students 
should recall that Mr. Davidson has warned against the 
anticipation that racial renewal would be immediately 
experienced on that date, but rather has emphasized that 
we should look for ‘‘the development of the circumstances from 
which that renewal should begin onwards from August 20, 1953.” 


A Divine DeStiny 


In a paper read before the Royal Society of Arts in 
London, Mr. A. de V. Leigh, Secretary of the London 
Chamber of Commerce, delivered the following prediction 
which is growing daily closer to actualization: 


“If the English-speaking peoples are to attract the other 
nations to their way of life and put fresh heart into them, they 
must be able to offer them the assurance and comfort of mutual 
help, and remove fear from international economic relations. 
They have been given a long and unique apprenticeship in 
international trade from which to learn. May it not be that it is 
their destiny, under God, at this momentous hour, to lead the 
nations into the way of peace.” 

Two of the outstanding signs of the times pointing to- 
ward practical moves in the right direction are the Co- 
lombo plan which is in line with the New Testament prin- 
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ciple of ‘‘to each according to his need,’ while the other move 
in harmony with the same conception is the Eisenhower 
administration’s plan for giving away government-owned 
food to friendly countries for famine and other urgent 
relief. 

As the U. S. News & World Report delineates the plan: 


“It is foolish, President Eisenhower believes, to let food rot in 
federal warehouses, when there are famines abroad. The Presi- 
dent feels that the government’s huge holdings of food becoming a 
political liability at home can be a diplomatic asset abroad. 
The U.S. will not dump the commodities. Countries seeking 
gifts will have to show, not only that they have an unusual 
“need” for food, but also that they haven’t the money to pay. 
Only a dent will be made in the U.S. surplus problem, with a 
program run on that restricted basis.” 


It is only to be expected that there will be opposition to 
this plan, both within the United States and among coun- 
tries who will fear that the move will further upset the 
balance of trade. But such opposition is inevitable until 
the time comes when world production is produced for 
consumption instead of for profit, which is what it is in- 
tended to do in the Divine economy. 

The Biblical text: “The earth 1s the Lord’s and the fullness 
thereof,” is graven in stone on the Architrave of the Royal 
Exchange in the City of London. At long last the concep- 
tion is beginning to dawn in the minds of world statesmen 
that, the fullness of the earth being the Lord’s, the world’s 
abundance should be the common birthright of all man- 
kind. For the text continues with the reminder that ‘“‘the 
world and they that dwell therein’? are also the Lord’s. 

It is obvious that, if the people of the world are the 
Lord’s, they should be treated: as such and not as pawns in 
a game. It is obvious that, if the fullness of the earth is the 
Lord’s, it should be distributed equitably and not be pros- 
tituted in a market for gain. The Book of Revelation, in 
proclaiming the passing of the Wanton System, declares: 
“©The merchants of the earth shall weep and mourn over her; for 
no man buyeth their merchandise any more.” ‘Thus the monopoly 
of money power — which in the eyes of the people appears 
to be more powerful in the world than God — will come 
to its appointed dissolution, and the rule of Mammon 
which decreed “‘that no man might buy or sell, save he that had 
the mark, or the name of the beast, or the number of his name,” 
will be swept away into the limbo of forgotten things. 

If no man buyeth the merchandise of the merchants of 
the earth any more, does that mean that the exchange of 
goods will cease? Of course not. It simply indicates that 
the exchange will be effected on an entirely new and 
equitable basis. Money was meant to be the servant of 
mankind, not its master. The widespread use of barter in 
recent years shows that a way out is found when the 
money system ceases to function adequately. 

The earth, with the world and its peoples, were all 
meant to be dedicated to the glory of God. When they are 
exploited for material gain, it represents a prostitution * 





*The Book of Revelation bluntly describes this intercourse 
between the “kings” or “merchants” of the earth and the nations 
of the earth, as fornication. When modern economists speak of 
**promiscuous free trade,” and famous writers like G. K. Chesterton 
describe international trade relations as “mutual personal inter- 
course,” they are employing parallel symbolic language. Under 
the existing Wanton System, through man’s greed for personal 
gain, there has come about a complete distortion of Divine intention, 
and the world economic system has become a bondage instead of a 
blessing to mankind. 
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of the Divine powers and responsibilities. We are now be- 
ginning to grow up and grow out of the old conception of 
world trade and to see that, viewed from a higher stand- 
point, what we thought in the past was good, was bad. 
G. K. Chesterton, in his day, caught a prophetic glimpse 
of this fact when, in speaking of the Age of Disillusion, he 
said: “They thought that trade inside a country promoted wealth; 
tt has largely promoted poverty; they thought that trade outside a 
country promoted peace; it has largely promoted war.” 

We have nothing to fear so long as the things in which 
we become disillusioned prove to be illusions, because that 
means that the conditions being illusory can now be trans- 
formed. We would have plenty to worry about if the things 
in which we become disillusioned were not illusory, be- 
cause that would mean we were confronted by circum- 
stances which could not be changed. 

How full of falsities is the present set-up — when viewed 
in the light of universal benefit rather than personal ad- 
vantage — is evidenced by the recent remark of Mr. 
Walter Elliot, M.P., in the British House of Commons: 
“No sooner do we get a nice little market arranged than some of 
those infernal scientists come along to show us how to make two 
blades of grass grow where only one grew before.”’ Indeed, the 
emancipation of mankind is continuously frustrated by the 
fact that, in pursuance of their vested interests, most of the 
Big Business combines employ departments whose sole 
object is to buy up the rights of new inventions so that they 
may be strangled at birth, since in so many cases there is 
the danger that their development would upset or destroy 
existing markets. Just so long as the motive for the ex- 
change of goods is profit instead of service, then scarcity will 
be the arbiter of value and the economics of scarcity will be 
employed as a means of keeping values high. But if the 
motive of service superseded that of profit, all restrictive 
practices could be swept aside and an Age of Abundance 
would dawn such as has never been envisaged in man’s 
fondest dreams. 


Revolutionize World Economics 


It was with true prescience that the Editor of the Daily 
Mail recently expostulated: 


“It is the proper nature of science to be chary about its 
promises. But it is also the nature of journalism to perceive the 
ultimate picture, and there can be no doubt that the force which 
was first manifested at Hiroshima is going to revolutionize the 
economics of the whole world.” 


Atomic energy used as a peaceful means of producing 
power, heat and light for industrial and domestic purposes 
can be an unparalleled blessing to mankind. Used for 
destructive purposes, it threatens the very existence of 
mankind. President Eisenhower forcibly reminded his 
hearers of the vital implications of these considerations in 
his inaugural address when he declared: 


“In the swift rush of great events we find ourselves groping to 
know the full sense and meaning of the times in which we live. In 
our quest of understanding we beseech God’s guidance. We 
summon all our knowledge of the past and we scan all signs of the 
future. We bring all our wit and all our will to meet the question: 
How far have we come in man’s long pilgrimage from darkness 
toward light? Are we nearing the light — a day of freedom and 
of peace for all mankind? Or are the shadows of another night 
closing in upon us? 
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‘This trial comes at a moment when man’s power to achieve 
good or to inflict evil surpasses the brightest hopes and the 
sharpest fears of all ages. We can turn rivers in their courses and 
level mountains to the plains. Oceans and land and sky are 
avenues for our colossal commerce. Disease diminishes and life 
lengthens. Yet the promise of this life is imperilled by the very 
genius that has made it possible. 

*‘Nations amass wealth. Labor sweats to create and turns out 
devices to level, not only mountains, but also cities. Science seems 
ready to confer upon us, as its final gift, the power to erase human 
life from the earth. 

**At such a time in history we who are free must proclaim anew 
our faith. This faith is the abiding creed of our fathers. This faith 
defines our full view of life. It established beyond debate those 
gifts of the Creator that are man’s inalienable right, and that 
makes all men equal in His sight.” 


Yes! Man has immeasurable power to do good or evil; 
man has power to amass wealth; science has now conferred 
upon man power to erase human life on earth, to level, 
not mountains only, but also cities. But what a travesty of 
truth all this material achievement represents when seen 
by contrast in the light of spiritual reality, as exemplified 
in the Divine injunction: “Not by might, nor by power, but by 
My spirit, saith the Lord.” 

Man can level mountains! Magnificent. But faith also 
can move mountains. What sort of a faith is it that de- 
pends, not upon faith in God, but in man’s might? Such 
faith is a broken reed which will pierce our hand. Such 
faith is false; it is not faith at all. 

Can it be that we are being led through our false trust 
in “‘the deathless dignity of man’ to experience in the hour of 
man’s supreme material power his utter and absolute 
dependence on Almighty God. Certain behind-the-scenes 
discoveries suggest that we are likely shortly to be con- 
fronted by a test of faith of the first magnitude. The extent 
to which the people of the free world trust in atomic power 
to save them — instead of trusting in God — is illustrated 
in the recent pronouncement by Marshal Juin, French 
Army Chief, who declared: 


“Our only hope is to have faith in the atomic power of the 
Americans and count on Russian fears of atomic warfare.”’ 


When the idea of splitting the atom by means of binary 
fission was first broached in scientific circles, great concern 
was felt lest the actual experiment would result in a chain 
reaction fraught with disastrous results. At the present 
moment experimental explosions of atomic power are be- 
ing continued with increasing intensity in Arizona, the 
Pacific, Australia and elsewhere. But behind the scenes 
gravest concern is being felt as a result of certain researches 
indicating that further experiment in this direction may 
have to be called off. 

It ts probable that, just when we imagine we need it most, the 
use of the atom bomb as a weapon of destruction will become im- 
possible due to the danger of releasing hitherto unsuspected elements 
directly affecting the equilibrium of the earth and thus bringing into 
operation cosmic forces which man is powerless to regulate or con- 
trol. 

Such an eventuality would bring us back face to face 
with the necessity for placing our reliance upon faith in 
God, for, in the hour when material power proves to be an 
illusion, we have no alternative but to place our whole 
trust in Divine power. 
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stating one’s position, particularly so when, 

through misrepresentation and the use of the 
smear, one’s objective has been distorted and his aim 
made obscure. Destiny at no time has been, nor is it now, 
in opposition to anyone because of race, creed or color, 
for all persons of every race, who accept Jesus Christ as 
their personal Saviour, become brothers in Jesus Christ 
our Lord. However, Destiny has not refrained from ex- 
posing subversive activities merely because those respon- 
sible for un-American tactics have endeavored to prevent 
this by attempting to introduce racial issues and raise the 
cry of anti-Semitism. 

In Destiny for June 1953, in an editorial titled “De- 
ceptive Propaganda,” it was stated that anti-Semitism 
has served as a most convenient tool to smear anyone who 
might move to oppose the program of those sponsoring 
the invisible government whose leaders behind the scenes 
manipulate political and economic conditions to suit their 
purposes. * In that same editorial attention was called to 
the methods used to secure the appointment of Anna M. 
Rosenberg as Assistant Defense Secretary under the 
Truman Administration. As a result of the statements 
made in this editorial, a letter signed by Isadore Zack, 
and written on the letterhead of the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith, was sent to a local member of the 
B’nai B’rith. In it the following statements were made: 


\ TIMES it becomes necessary to clarify issues by re- 


“Included in the June issue [of Destiny] on page 200 and con- 
tinued on page 213 was some anti-Semitic material which I am 
sure you will be interested in. Photostatic copies of the pages in 
question are attached. You will note that Rand attacks the 
ADL and I want you to know that this has been going on for 
some time, especially since we came to the aid of Mrs. Anna M. 
Rosenberg of New York City at the time when her appointment 
as Assistant Defense Secretary was being contested.” 


The appointment of Anna M. Rosenberg was most 
certainly opposed by Destiny — not because she is a Jew, 
but because the editor of Destiny had every reason to 
believe, and still does, that she was the Anna M. Rosen- 
berg associated with Communist activities in this country 
— a charge, by the way, that to our knowledge has never 
been successfully refuted. 

Isadore Zack objects strenuously to our implicating the 
ADL in all this and he charges that we have attacked his 
organization. However, he admits that the ADL went to 
the support of Anna M. Rosenberg. 

Before us as we write is a book entitled The Trouble- 
makers, published and sponsored by the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith. Referring to this book in an article 
titled ““Report By the Trouble Makers,” Destiny for 
July 1952, we said in part: 





*See “The Iniquitous Empire: A Great Mystery,” Destiny for 
March 1950, pp. 81-87. 
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“It clearly reports the activities of the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B'rith to perpetuate its influence in American affairs. 
Its authors are given as Arnold Forster and Benjamin Epstein, 
but it is stated that more than fifty men and women of the Anti- 
Defamation League participated in the work of preparing the 
material for this book. ‘The methods outlined are guilt by asso- 
ciation and the smear. 

“Destiny Magazine, its editor and the Anglo-Saxon Federa- 
tion of America are mentioned in this book in an attempt to 
smear by association. Capitalizing upon the nature of the times, 
which our Lord warned in the 24th chapter of Matthew would 
be characteristic of these days, that which is false and that which 
is deceptive are given the garments of speciousness to delude and 
mislead the reader. It is a clever piece of propaganda and a 
careful reading of this book reveals much.” 


In order to justify the support the ADL gave to Mrs. 
Rosenberg, considerable space is devoted in the book to 
her case. Quoting further from the above-mentioned 
article: 


“Let us follow one case which is given a very prominent place 
in the book. This was in connection with the appointment of 
Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg as Assistant Defense Secretary in our 
government. Unable to substantiate their denial of the accusa- 
tion that she was associated with Communist activities in this 
country, a mythical Anna Rosenberg, who was claimed to be 
the Anna Rosenberg who was the Communist, was brought 
forward in testimony, but not in person. The sponsors of Anna M. 
Rosenberg, in their endeavor to have her appointment con- 
firmed, were able to substitute a characterless, unidentified, 
nonentity, a scapegoat by the alleged name of Anna Rosenberg 
as the real culprit, and by so doing they admit that there was 
indeed an Anna Rosenberg associated with Communism. In the 
book it is stated that the FBI did produce the Anna Rosenberg 
who had been confused with Anna M. Rosenberg, but she was 
never presented in the hearing room, nor her testimony taken 
in open court. Why, if the statements regarding her existence 
are true, was she not brought forward as a most important wit- 
ness? ‘To have done so would have settled the issue once and for 
all time and it would seem that it would have been the action 
most desired by Anna M. Rosenberg, for it would have cleared 
her name absolutely of all connections as accused. The failure 
to do this can only make one wonder if the manufacture of this 
‘other woman’ was not just a trick to confuse the public and take 
the heat off the real and only Anna Rosenberg involved in this 
controversy. ‘This will be the impression remaining in the minds 
of many until the up-to-now mythical Anna Rosenberg is pro- 
duced in court and her testimony heard.” 


In the book itself no proof is given for the assertions 
made by its authors. Referring to the smear technique 
used against those opposed to the confirmation of Anna M. 
Rosenberg, we stated: 


“‘As a matter of fact, this is not the only instance in this book 
— although perhaps it is the most important one — in which 
there is no presentation of evidence to prove that the statements 
made by those whom the Anti-Defamation League has selected 
to smear are untrue. By the silence of the sponsors of this book 
in this respect, and the inability of its authors to refute the quoted 
testimony with facts, the book itself could be placed in evidence 
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as substantiating the accusations. There is nothing more here 
than a recourse to ridicule of a very subtle type, which is ever 
the method of those unable to answer or defeat opposition with 
the weapons of truth.” 


That pressure was brought to bear upon Fulton Lewis, 
Jr. (perhaps similar to the pressure now being brought 
upon the Editor of Destiny), was made quite clear from 
the following as set forth in the above article: 


“Fulton Lewis, Jr., employed his usual thoroughness at the 
outset when he had much to say in opposition to the confirma- 
tion of Anna M. Rosenberg in his nightly radio broadcasts. 
Then suddenly one evening he made a complete reversal of his 
position, followed by a profuse apology over the radio for having 
opposed Mrs. Rosenberg’s appointment, accompanied by a 
categorical denial of having been acquainted with Gerald L. K. 
Smith, who had been mentioned as one of those from whom in- 
formation could be obtained showing why Mrs. Rosenberg 
should not have an official position in the government of the 
United States. What was the pressure brought to bear upon 
Fulton Lewis, Jr., and by whom? 

“A letter from Gerald L. K. Smith is also published in this 
book in which he makes the statement: 

*“*When the Jew campaign to whitewash the Rosenberg 
woman was fully organized, it was discovered that Fulton Lewis 
was in the thing with me up to his neck. The Jews put on the 
pressure and the price was “‘Repudiate Smith or get off the air.” 
This is the Jew formula. 

***In spite of his weakness and cowardice, I hold Mr. Lewis 
in high esteem for the good things he has said and the vigorous 
fight he has put up, but he has demonstrated one thing: he fears 
the Jews more than he hates Communism... .’ 

“Mr. Smith’s statement is not refuted by The Troublemakers. 
Why? Fulton Lewis, Jr., did repudiate Mr. Smith as required. 
Again, why? Why did the Anti-Defamation League allow Mr. 
Smith’s reason for Fulton Lewis’ capitulation to remain un- 
challenged? Was there a double purpose in this: to impress their 
followers that even Mr. Lewis had to fall in line with their wishes, 
or else — and also to serve as a warning to others who might be 
tempted to do likewise?” 


Mr. Isadore Zack’s statement that Destiny is attacking 
the ADL is as false as it would be to accuse the defendant 
in court of attacking the plaintiff in his presentation of 
evidence to refute the charges brought against him. Are 
American citizens denied the right to answer false state- 
ments made about them? It is true that we have referred 
to the ADL as a gestapo in our midst, for we have every 
reason to believe that the activities of the ADL justify 
such an accusation. We have said in part: 


*‘Voluminous reports have been compiled by this gestapo or- 
ganization with the help of its affiliated groups. The Editor of 
Destiny, along with many others, has not escaped being included 
in these secret records, nor has Destiny been free from the sub- 
versive pressure exerted upon printers, artists and others by the 
Jews in their endeavor to hinder our work and prevent the 
carrying on of our legitimate business — and all this in the 
United States of America, the supposed land of the free. The 
‘Anti-Defamation League’ of B’nai B’rith has been organized 
for this purpose. To our knowledge, no other race or group but 
the Jews have found any such secret organization necessary, 
and it is only necessary with them because they have made it so. 

“Reports from the records of the Anti-Defamation League 
have been used again and again to try to harm and hinder 
American citizens in their legitimate pursuits. Much of that 
which is contained in these records is a subversion of the truth; 
but then, a gestapo isn’t interested in truth, only in obtaining 
its objective, the destruction of those against whom it moves. 
So we charge this un-American organization with trying to intimi- 
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date, by methods practiced by the Gestapo, those who would 
have business dealings with men and women on their black list. 
We further charge that their compiled records of misrepresenta- 
tion have been made available to certain writers in these spu- 
rious attacks. 

“America is no place for such an organization and no group 
other than the Jews have felt it necessary to so organize. We have 
a government with law enforcement agencies and such a group 
functioning in our midst and treating citizens of the United 
States as criminal is, in itself, criminal.” 


Confirmatory evidence is supplied concerning the exist- 
ence of such material and its circulation, for Isadore 
Zack writes: 


“We have a large file on hand covering Mr. Rand’s activities 
at the Boston meetings conducted by the Anglo-Saxon Federa- 
tion. In many of these meetings he has made anti-Semitic state- 
ments. If you would like, I could come to Haverhill at your 
convenience to show you this material and talk the situation 
over with you.” 


Since no anti-Semitic statements have ever been made 
by the Editor of Destiny from a lecture platform in 
Boston, or anywhere else, Mr. Zack’s statement is not 
true. This kind of anti-truth bias permeates the “large 
file” of which he speaks. The Editor of Destiny has 
tangible information about its existence and contents, for 
a copy of one report was placed in his hands. It is a com- 
pilation of half truths, and in many instances absolute lies, 
all sugar-coated with a certain amount of accurate in- 
formation to give it the appearance of factual reporting. 
This report has been used, as stated above, in the attempt 
to turn the uninformed against the work being done and, 
if possible, destroy the effectiveness of our activities. Mr. 
Isadore Zack suggests to his correspondent: 


“You might have the opportunity of confronting him [Mr. 
Rand] with some of the charges he makes against the Jewish 
Community from time to time.” 


We are at a loss to understand how our opposition to 
Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg, based upon our belief that she 
is a Communist, is an attack upon the Jewish Commu- 
nity — unless, of course, the ADL holds that our opposi- 
tion to Communism is to be construed as an attack upon 
the Jews. It is certain that our opposition to the false and 
malicious report the ADL has compiled, which its mem- 
bers have been using for many years in their attacks upon 
us, is an act of defense and cannot be construed as an at- 
tack upon them by any stretch of the imagination. 

In his letter Isadore Zack accuses us of being anti- 
Zionist and we are. One has only to read the record of 
Zionist atrocities committed against innocent Arabs in 
Palestine to become violently opposed to Zionism as prac- 
ticed there. In Destiny for October 1948, in an editorial 
titled “‘Zionist Atrocities,” quotations were taken from a 
memorandum submitted to the United Nations Delega- 
tion giving in detail, with facts and dates, the horrible 
atrocities committed by the Zionists against helpless Arabs 
and their families. However, even more than this, our 
opposition to political Zionism is Scripturally based, as 
set forth in Palestine: Center of World Intrigue.* 

Destiny for December 1946 reprinted an informative 
address by Dr. I. M. Rabinowitch which was given before

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the Canadian Club of Montreal, Canada. Under the title, 
“The Zionist Movement Unmasked,” Dr. Rabinowitch 
reveals the sinister aims of political Zionism. Surely Dr. 
Rabinowitch, who is himself a Jew, is not anti-Semitic! 

The individual to whom Isadore Zack wrote expressed 
a favorable disposition toward Marxism, although stating 
his opposition to Soviet Communism. The old guard 
Bolsheviks were Marxists and followers of Nikolai Lenin. 
From our point of view both the Lenin and Stalin brands 
of Communism are evil. But what interests us is that the 
support given by the ADL to certain individuals with 
strongly suspected Communist affiliations, such as Anna 
M. Rosenberg, would seem to place this organization in 
the Marxist branch of the Communist movement. In the 
American Hebrew for September 10, 1920 the following was 
stated: 


“The Bolshevist Revolution in Russia was the work of Jewish 
brains, of Jewish dissatisfaction, of Jewish planning, whose goal 
is to create a new order in the world. What was performed in so 
excellent a way in Russia, thanks to Jewish brains, and because 
of Jewish dissatisfaction and by Jewish planning, shall also, 
through the same Jewish mental and physical forces, become a 
reality all over the world.” 


There you have it from a Jewish publication that, 
although the plan may not be to Communize the world 
according to the late Josef Stalin’s methods — thus en- 
abling the Jews to denounce this type of Communism — 
yet all the while they are working to establish (“through 
Jewish mental and physical forces’?) Marxism as a world 
reality. 

Let us face the facts. The day that this objective is at- 
tained Christianity will be destroyed. Furthermore, those 
who undertake to style all who are aware of these diabolical 
plans as anti-Semitic are themselves violently anti-Chris- 
tian and, through the smear technique, they are hoping 
to attain their objectives before the Christian world 
awakens to the reality of their devil-inspired scheming. 
Unfortunately, far too many Christians are unwittingly 
giving aid and comfort to these forces of disruption by 
actually supporting the anti-Semitic drive behind which 
the ADL and similar organizations are carrying out their 
programs. 

This brings us to the interesting situation that has de- 
veloped since’ Isadore Zack wrote his letter of July 8, 
1953, from which we have been quoting. As a result of 
that letter, the Editor of Destiny was warned to watch 
his step, with the implied suggestion of grave results if he 
continued to publish statements in DEsTINy in opposition 
to the tactics being adopted by the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith. The inference was quite clear. 

Nevertheless, our policy is and will continue to be 
strong opposition to Communism whether it be of the 
Stalin or Marxist or Jewish persuasion. We shall not be 
deterred from this objective by any labeling of anti- 
Semitism; we shall oppose Communism and the indi- 
viduals undertaking to further its. aims regardless of racial 
affiliation, creed or color, for Communism is anti-God. 

These facts are being published because Destiny read- 
ers should know that the enemy is active and, if grave 
results follow as a result of taking this stand, the blame 
may be placed where it belongs. The method used by the 
ADL is subtle; nevertheless, a keen observer should see 
through it. As stated in Destiny for July 1952: 
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*‘What would be a clever program for conspirators to follow 
who were fearful of a premature exposure of their plans by those 
who had discovered their aims? Would it not be to first institute 
a smear Campaign to so discredit the individual, individuals and 
organizations possessing the facts that their testimony, when 
given, would be completely discounted? 

“Then, for fear that the release of such testimony might be 
accepted if disassociated from the names of those who were se- 
lected to be smeared, the testimony itself should be published 
and definitely associated with those who had been previously 
smeared. This would have two effects. First, it would make the 
repeating of the evidence tend to discredit it regardless of facts 
because of its association with those who had already been 
brought into disrepute through the use of the smear technique. 
And second, and perhaps the more important result obtained 
from the standpoint of the conspirators, would be their success 
in making the public so biased against those already smeared, 
and their testimony, that the conspirators themselves would 
escape the necessity of ever having to try to refute the truth of 
what had been said about them and their plans. 

“Actually this is the method that has been adopted by the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith in its attack upon pa- 
triotic men and women who have been aroused by the insidious 
nature of the evil program of the sponsors of this gestapo-like 
organization operating in our land and of the aims of political 
Zionism.” 

We have a far more potent warning to give to the Jews 
who persist in the course they are now following than any 
warning they purport to pass out to those whose activities 
they desire to destroy. The solution of the difficulties they 
face will not come through force, for only in the establish- 
ment of righteousness will they secure peace. 

For Jewry there is — as there has always been — a way 
out, and it lies in their acceptance of Jesus Christ as their 
Messiah. In this one fact alone the solution to the centuries 
of tribulation the Jewish people have had to face will be 
found. If they would allow the spirit of the Lord Jesus 
Christ to enter their hearts, the difficulties and troubles 
they have conjured up for themselves would disappear, 
making it possible for them to live as good neighbors in a 
genuine brotherhood of peace. It would then be no longer 
necessary to foster a gestapo-like organization among them 
to spy upon and vilify others. Such an organization as the 
Anti-Defamation League would be compelled to disband 
or its energies be turned into constructive and not de- 
structive channels. Apart from a turning to Jesus Christ, 
there is no hope for Jewry; simply increasing trouble, 
which will become acute when the Christian world finally 
awakens, as it will awaken, to the insidiousness of the 
present program. 

It is conceded that for a time those who are sponsoring 
a world-wide conspiracy to enthrall humankind in a dia- 
bolical scheme of world domination may have a measure 
of success. But when the cup of their iniquity is full and 
running over, a just God will move to bring to an end 
all evil, followed by the complete destruction of all those 
who are bent on the mischief of trying to impose their 
ideological, anti-God beliefs upon the world by force.

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Tumult and Tribulation 





July 28, 1953 

NY PANORAMIC survey of world 
A events in the summer of 1953 
instantly brings to mind one 

of the terse, graphic symbolisms with 
which Jesus described the closing days 


of the age. As recorded in St. Luke’s 
Gospel, it reads: 


“And upon the earth distress of nations, 
with perplexity; the sea and the waves 
roaring.” 


From Suez to Seoul, from Berlin to 
Nairobi, the angry seas of unleashed 
human passions churned ever more om- 
inously. No nation on earth escaped 
the backwash. Day by day a flood tide 
of tribulation was developing the irre- 
sistible sweep which would achieve the 
declared Divine objective of clearing 
entrenched evil from the earth so that 
a new order could be established. 

A build-up covering nearly four dec- 
ades preceded these climactic months 
of human history. Through two world 
conflicts, then the Korean war, and 
during intervening periods of uneasy 
peace, the forces of disruption made 
steady headway. It was a controlled 
process, all factors being restrained 
and channeled toward the moment of 
supreme denouement chosen by God. 

The order and continuity of this 
great design become marvelously clear 
when the time-patterns behind world 
events are charted. One may follow 
the relentless evolution of crises in 
Germany, the Middle East and South- 
east Asia. Also evident is the close 
interrelation between developments in 
affected areas as they contribute to the 
panorama of world tribulation and 
desolation. 

The Far East held the spotlight at 
the close of the period covered by last 
month’s article. A special envoy from 
President Eisenhower arrived in Seoul 
on June 25 to enlist Syngman Rhee’s 
acquiescence in a Korean truce. The 
next day King Sihanouk of Cambodia 
threatened revolt unless the French 
granted his demands for full inde- 
pendence. 

This June 26 terminal fell precisely 
10 x 1260 days lunar (perfection in 
tribulation) after June 28, 1919 when 
the Versailles Treaty was signed (top 
of Chart I). Note especially that the 
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same tribulation pattern touches Jan- 
uary 31, 1950 when President Truman 
ordered the H-bomb into production 
and Russia recognized the Viet-minh 
rebels in Indo-China. These develop- 
ments came 9 x 1260 days lunar after 
the Versailles Treaty. 

Last month’s article added the in- 
formation that June 26 was 420 days 
lunar before August 14, 1954, which 
will be 2520 days solar after India re- 
ceived its independence. 

East Germany remained tense and 
rebellious following the June 17 up- 
rising. On June 27 the Western Big 
Three renewed their demand _ that 
Russia agree to unification of Germany 
on Western terms, the date being 270 
days (birth travail) before March 24, 
1954. The latter terminal will close a 
solar 1290-day desolation period after 
August 23, 1950 when Western Ger- 
many requested more Allied troops as 
a bulwark against Soviet military 
might in the Eastern Zone (not 
charted). 

General Mark W. Clark on June 29 
promised the Communists that the 
UN Command would, if necessary, 
use armed force to compel observance 
of an armistice by South Korea. Mem- 
bers of Syngman Rhee’s government 
commented bitterly that this assured 
an early truce, since the Communists 
would be happy to see trouble be- 
tween the United Nations and Korea. 

General Clark’s truce note came 
1290 days lunar after Great Britain 
recognized the Chinese Communists 
on January 5, 1950 (bottom of Chart 
II). It was also marked by a solar 
*“‘space or extent of judgment” meas- 
ure extending from January 18, 1949 
when the Western Powers counter- 
blockaded the Soviet sector of Berlin. 
The 1949 date was 9 x 1290 days after 
America’s entry into World War I. 

A lawyers’ committee report, filed 
at UN headquarters on the June 29 
terminal, charged that Egypt was vi- 
olating her international obligations 
by blockading the Suez Canal. The 
committee urged remedial action by 
the Security Council. 

The Iranian government on July 2 
approved talks with Russia on the fu- 
ture of the 1921 treaty and other prob- 
lems. The date was 7 x 120 days (warn- 
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ing perfected) after March 15, 1951 
when the Iranian parliament voted to 
nationalize the oilfields (bottom of 
Chart I). 

In Indo-China, King Sihanouk 
ordered full mobilization of the Cam- 
bodian army to back up his campaign 
for independence from France. This 
move ties pertinently into the Far 
Eastern pattern. It came 7 x 120 days 
solar before November 1, 1955, which 
closes a solar trial or probation period 
of 2520 days after the Communists 
captured Mukden in October 1948. In 
addition, it fell 1260 days lunar before 
November 25, 1956, which will be 
2520 days solar after the UN began its 
China debate in November 1949 (bot- 
tom of Chart I). Note that the mean 
terminal of the 1260 cycle measured 
back from the 1956 date marked June 
14 when King Sihanouk quit Cam- 
bodia to dramatize his independence 
campaign. 

The French government, on July 3, 
granted increased self-government to 
the three Indo-Chinese states of Laos, 
Cambodia and Vietnam. And in Seoul 
President Syngman Rhee, labelling 
the proposed truce plan a “death war- 
rant” for his country, vowed that 
South Korea “would never abandon 
halfway” the fight against Communist 
aggression even if the United States 
refused to guarantee resumption of 
the Korean war if the postwar confer- 
ence proved futile. 

These developments critically af- 
fecting Far Eastern stability came 
1890 plus 153 days after November 
29, 1947 when the UN voted to parti- 
tion Palestine. The article, ““Through 
Judgment to Restoration,’ DEsTiny 
for September 1951 (pp. 318-322), 
stated concerning this time-measure: 


“In combination with 153 or 2 x 88, 
1890 marks steps in the Divine process 
designed to ‘deliver’ Israel from bondage 
to the present world order. The two cycles 
often apply to events in the Gentile world 
which will cause throes and upheavals 
within the national life of America and 
the British Commonwealth.” 


This interpretation of the signifi- 
cance of 1890 plus 153 days is clearly 
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borne out by the noted application 
(center of Chart IT). 

Two significant desolation measures 
add chronological interest to July 3. 
It was 1290 days lunar before Decem- 
ber 25, 1956 and 1290 days solar be- 
fore February 1, 1957. The 1956 ter- 
minal will be 2520 days after President 
Truman’s January 31, 1950 H-bomb 
directive. ‘The 1957 date falls 10 x 286 
days (perfection in displacement) after 
the Atlantic Pact was signed on April 
4, 1949. 

Finally, a lunar 1040-day fruition 
measure links July 3 to April 23, 1956, 
which will be 2520 days solar after the 
Communists captured Nanking in 
April 1949. It was on the June 18 mean 
terminal of this 1040 cycle that Egypt 
proclaimed herself a republic. 

The Peiping radio on July 6 indi- 
cated that Red China was ready to 
sign an armistice despite South Korea’s 
opposition. This development, fore- 
shadowing further tribulation for the 
Western world, appropriately fell 1260 
days solar after Great Britain recog- 
nized the Chinese Communists on 
January 5, 1950 (center of Chart III). 

Elsewhere in the Far East, Vietnam 
and Laos approved France’s bid to 
negotiate for greater independence. 


Cambodia, the third Indo-Chinese 
state, remained aloof. 

Tehran sources disclosed on July 8 
an Eisenhower letter advising Premier 
Mossadegh that no large-scale eco- 
nomic aid from the United States 
would be forthcoming until Iran 
reached an oil agreement with Great 
Britain. The letter also expressed Ameri- 
can uneasiness over the freedom al- 
lowed Communist activity in Iran. It 
came as mounting evidence of Soviet- 
Iranian rapprochement led some news- 
papers to speculate that a non-aggres- 
sion pact would soon be signed. 

Noteworthy indeed is the fact that 
these Iranian developments came ex- 
actly 7 x 120 days solar plus two (warn- 
ing perfected) after the assassination of 
Premier Razmara on March 7, 1951 
(center of Chart ITI). 

The chart which appeared on page 
24 of Destiny for January 1953 pointed 
out that July 10, 1953 fell 2520 days 
solar after the July 10, 1946 Molotov 
declaration of Soviet German policy 
and also 286 days solar after the Sep- 
tember 23, 1952 Western note reject- 
ing Russia’s proposal for a “dictated” 
German peace treaty. These chrono- 
logical markers foretokening German 
developments were amply fulfilled. It 
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was on the July 10 terminal that Presi- 
dent Ejisenhowever astutely fanned 
unrest among Russia’s captive satel- 
lites by offering fifteen million dollars 
worth of food to the people of East 
Germany. 

Other July 10 headlines further 
underscored the upsurge of world tur- 
bulence. In Washington, Foreign Min- 
isters of the Western Big Three met to 
untangle policy differences. Even as 
the conference convened, Moscow 
announced the purging of Lavrenty 
Beria, the second highest official in the 
Soviet triumvirate. 

A doubled Divine intermediation 
interval (2 x 888 days) extending from 
the August 29, 1948 Jerusalem truce 
lends further chronological interest to 
July 10. The time-measure suggests 
that developments on that date marked 
further lifting of the restraints that 
have stayed the forces of judgment. 
Also of significance is the solar 666 
measure extending from July 10 to 
May 17, 1955, which falls 2520 days 
solar after the May 16, 1948 Great 
Pyramid coffer date (top of Chart ITI). 
It was on the 1948 date that the newly- 
formed Jewish state appealed for UN 
action against Egyptian aggression. 

A “friendly understanding” between 
the United States and Syngman Rhee, 
announced on July 11, cleared the way 
for a Korean truce. But on the same 
day two separate reports warned om- 
inously of Russia’s unchanged aggres- 
sive objectives in the Far East. Intelli- 
gence sources in Rangoon disclosed 
that Chinese Communist troops had 
entered Burma at five points in Va 
State. And in New Delhi the news- 
paper The Statesman said that Com- 
munists operating in Nepal were 
marching on Dhangarhi, an important 
center on the Nepalese side of the 
frontier with India. 

Time-measures marking the Com- 
munist moves into Burma and Nepal 
stress that they advance toward frui- 
tion both Russian aggressive designs 
and the Divine plan of judgment. 
They came 1600 plus 880 days after 
the September 26, 1946 Communist 
uprising in Greece and 1040 plus two 
days after September 3, 1950 when the 
downing of a Soviet bomber in Korea 
exploded Russia’s pretense of non- 
involvement in the war. Also signifi- 
cant is the interval of 14 x 888 days 
separating July 11 from the signing of 
the Versailles Treaty in June 1919 
(upper half of Chart IV). 

Other charted material shows that 
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July 11 was four times the number of 
Israel’s chastisement (390) after the 
April 3, 1949 Jewish-Trans-Jordan 
armistice. In addition it was 286 days 
solar before April 27, 1954. This last 
date is of exceptional interest in rela- 
tion to the judgment that is to fall 
upon those who usurp control of 
Jerusalem, it being 1600 days after 
December 9, 1949 when the United 
Nations voted to accept full jurisdic- 
tion over the Holy City. The Divine 
decree fixing the consequences of this 
act is given in the Book of Zechariah: 


“Yes! at that time I will make Jerusalem 
a heavy stone for all the Peoples, whoever 
carries it will be totally crushed; — yet all 
the Heathen of the earth will collect against 
it.” (Zech. 12: 3, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


The steady onsweep of Communist 
forces toward Palestine brings closer 
the great gathering against Jerusalem 
and the climax of judgment. 

Also on July 11, Premier Otto Grote- 
wohl scornfully rejected President 
Eisenhower’s offer of food for East 
Germans. The move came 390 days 
after June 16, 1952 when the East Ger- 
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man army plan was announced. 

France on July 12 reported that the 
Indo-Chinese rebels were receiving 
sharply-increased aid from Red China. 
The date was 4 x 390 days after the 
Atlantic Pact was signed on April 4, 
1949. On July 13 British-Egyptian 
tension again upsurged as Empire 
troops surrounded Ismalia following 
the abduction of a British soldier. This 
was 6 x 286 days after the Communist 
capture of Mukden on October 31, 
1948. These two developments are not 
included on the charts. 

Premier Mossadegh in effect be- 
came dictator of Iran on July 14 when 
all 28 deputies supporting him resigned 
their seats in the Majlis, thereby para- 
lyzing parliament. The date ties pre- 
cisely into the patterns underlying the 
unfolding Iranian crisis. It fell 7 x 120 
days solar after the March 15, 1951 
nationalization vote of the Majlis and 
666 days lunar after Iran took over the 
Abadan refinery on September 27, 
1951. 

The chronological importance of 
this July 14 date was first pointed out 
on charts printed in Destiny for No- 


vember and December 1951 (pp. 376 
& 426). It was there shown to be 666 
days solar after the Soviet-Iranian 
barter agreement was revealed on 
September 17, 1951 and 2520 days 
after the August 20, 1946 Yugoslav 
crisis. In addition July 14 was 1260 
days after President Truman’s Janu- 
ary 31, 1950 H-bomb directive and 
7 x 120 days before November 1, 1955, 
The latter date will be 2520 days solar 
after the Communists captured Muk- 
den (center of Chart I). 

Washington and Moscow also made 
headlines on the July 14 terminal. The 
Western Big Three announced their 
decision to invite Russia to a Foreign 
Ministers’ conference after the Ger- 
man election in September to discuss 
German unification and the Austrian 
peace treaty. The three nations also 
agreed to resume the Korean war if 
the Communists broke an armistice. 
And Moscow announced that the Su- 
preme Soviet would convene, presum- 
ably to approve the Malenkov regime’s 
first budget and rubber-stamp the 
ouster of Lavrenty Beria. 

The Western Big Three on July 15 
challenged Russia to attend a Foreign 
Ministers’ conference of “limited dura- 
tion” to discuss a settlement of the 
German and Austrian problems. The 
move came precisely 1600 plus 153 
days after September 26, 1948 when 
the West broke off Kremlin talks on 
the Berlin blockade impasse. This ex- 
ample shows distinctly how the 1600 
plus 153 time-measure links related 
developments at successive phases of 
the judgment process. 

July 15 was also 420 days Junar 
after the European Army pacts were 
signed and 286 days before April 27, 
1954. As Chart IV notes, July 15 also 
brought an all-out Communist attack 
in Korea designed to annihilate the 
South Korean armies before an armi- 
stice was signed. 

The Communists on July 19 agreed 
to proceed immediately with “prepa- 
rations prior to the signing”’ of a Korean 
armistice. Once again the date bears 
outstanding chronological significance. 
It fell exactly 5 x 666 days after the 
June 6, 1944 Normandy invasion and 
7 x 270 days (birth travail perfected) 
after the May 16, 1948 Great Pyramid 
coffer date (bottom of Chart III). 
July 19 was also 2 x 270 days after the 
January 26, 1952 anti-foreign riots in 
Egypt and 666 days before May 15, 
1955. The latter date will be 2520 
days solar after the British evacuated 
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Palestine in May 1948. 

Resumption of diplomatic relations 
between Russia and the Israelis was 
announced on July 20. In disclosing 
the move, Jewish officials also revealed 
that their government was exploring 
the possibility of obtaining arms from 
Communist nations if the United States 
built up the military strength of the 
Arab bloc. 

A perfected desolation interval (1290 
plus two days) separates these events 
from January 5, 1950 when Great 
Britain recognized the Chinese Com- 
munists (center of Chart III). Three 
other noted time-measures tie July 20 
into the Middle Eastern pattern. It 
fell 666 days lunar after the British 
abandoned the Abadan refinery and 
2 x 286 days after Iran rejected the 
World Bank plan for settling her oil 
dispute with Great Britain. July 20 
was also 666 days before May 17, 1955, 
which will be 2520 days solar after the 
May 16, 1948 Great Pyramid coffer 
date. 

Evidence that President Eisenhow- 
er’s food relief for East Germans seri- 
ously aggravated Communist difficul- 
ties came on July 21 and 22. On the 
earlier date—420 days after the 
European Army pacts were signed — 
the East German government an- 
nounced that Russia had agreed to 
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send it large quantities of food and 
cotton goods during the balance of 
1953. The next day Soviet occupation 
authorities heatedly demanded that 
the United States halt the relief ship- 
ments at once. This was 1290 days 
before February 1, 1957, which will 
be 10 x 286 days after the Atlantic 
Pact was signed (center of Chart II). 

In turbulent Iran, Communist mobs 
massed in Tehran on the July 21 ter- 
minal and demanded the expulsion of 
American military advisers. 

On July 24 Washington sources dis- 
closed that the United States had 
denied an urgent request for a 75 mil- 
lion dollar loan by the Israeli govern- 
ment. This was 666 days after Sep- 
tember 27, 1951 when Iran took over 
the Abadan refinery (upper center of 
Chart I). On the same day Bonn re- 
vealed that West German Chancellor 
Adenauer had proposed that the 
European Defense Community ar- 
range non-aggression pacts with Rus- 
sia. A solar 1040-day fruition period 
separates this development from Sep- 
tember 3, 1950 when a Soviet bomber 
was downed in Korea (top of Chart 
IV). 

An armistice ending the fighting in 
Korea was signed at Panmunjom on 
July 27. For the United States the 
three years of costly warfare resulted 


in no victory, nor even any sort of a 
permanent settlement. The Com- 
munists, their armies freed for other 
Asian campaigns, hailed the cease-fire 
as a victory. President Syngman Rhee 
reserved the right to send his armies 
back into action if the post-armistice 
discussions fail to unify Korea within 
six months. A special session of the UN 
Assembly was called for August 17 to 
ratify the armistice and set up the 
political conference. 

All these evidences that the Korean 
armistice was but the prelude to in- 
tensified world tribulation are borne 
out by the chronological measures (top 
of Chart II). An interval signifying 
warning and human error or displace- 
ment (7 x 120 plus 286 days) separates 
it from America’s entry into the Korean 
war on June 27, 1950. It came 1290 
days lunar plus two after President 
Truman’s January 31, 1950 H-bomb 
directive. (International convenants 
are often signed on the third day made 
perfect of chronological periods.) An 
interval of 1290 plus 666 plus two days 
links the Korean truce date to March 
17, 1948 when President ‘Truman re- 
quested peacetime conscription. July 
27, 1953 was also 1900 days (restora- 
tion) after the outbreak of the Arab- 
Jewish war on May 14, 1948. 

Especially noteworthy is the fact 
that Korean truce was signed 2 x 286 
days before February 19, 1955, which 
will be precisely 1335 plus two days 
after Russia’s Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister Malik first invited truce talks. 
And a 1600-day “‘space or extent of 
judgment” measure extends from July 
27 to December 13, 1957, which will 
be the third day made perfect of a 
forty-year generation after the British 
entered Jerusalem in 1917. 

The direction new Communist cam- 
paigns will take has been amply fore- 
shadowed by events. Indo-China, 
Burma and India are all to feel stepped- 
up pressure very soon. At the same 
time Russian subversive activities in 
Egypt, Iran and many other coun- 
tries will set the global cauldron bub- 
bling ever more furiously. 

As the final months of the passing 
age tick away, the distress and un- 
easiness of the nations are apparent 
on every hand. Never has an armistice 
evoked less rejoicing than the truce 
ending the Korean fighting. But the 
public’s anxiety would be redoubled 
many times if the full truth were widely 
known. Not only is Russia swiftly over- 
coming America’s atomic superiority,

be considered as only a part of the whole scheme of timing. 
It is just as impossible to separate a date from the over-all 
chronological period of which it is a part as it would be to 
lift an hour out of its setting and declare it has no relation 
to the rest of the hours of a day or night. 

The clock watcher makes one hour alone important, 
and that is the hour he quits work. However, for the 
faithful who are observing the Divine timetable, no date is 
given when they are to quit, but all timing is for the pur- 
pose of marking the order of events leading to even greater 
developments in the days to come. 

God is today granting to those who believe a marvelous 
understanding of the significance of chronological time 
periods and the bearing of past and present world develop- 
ments upon those yet future. The purpose of all this is to 
strengthen the faith of the faithful during this climactic 
period, not to bring faith to the faithless. He does not pro- 
vide “signs”’ to establish faith; He does provide evidence to 
sustain the convictions of those who have faith. 

Having moved from terminal to terminal along the great 
highway of prophetic revelation, we have now reached 
the chronological junction long marked on the Divine 
“roadmap” as the Consummation of the Age. Now there 
looms up before us a period of such vast chronological 
implications that we will do well to pause and take a care- 
ful view. Then, taking our new direction, we will proceed, 
still by faith, but with the aid of the new vision to be ours, 
toward the destination ahead when, by the open disclosure 
of that which has been kept secret, all the world, in fear 
and trembling, will be compelled to acknowledge the 
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power, the glory and the majesty of the Lord God Al- 
mighty. 





“Duplicity im UNHAPPY INDEED are the people of any 

nation whose leaders become corrupt. 
High ‘Places When those leaders resort to trickery to 
deceive the people, it becomes well nigh impossible to be- 
lieve or trust any of their pronouncements. Many would 
have been greatly relieved if, with a change in adminis- 
tration, the citizens of the United States could have been 
assured of a real reversal in policy and a firm guarantee 
that duplicity in high places would no longer be practiced. 
Every day new evidence demonstrates that such high hopes 
are not being realized. 

The following is a case in point, showing how backstage 
intrigue operates to give a semblance of authority upon 
which to act. As a result of the publication of the article 
by J. B. Matthews in the American Mercury for July 1953, 
titled ““Reds and Our Churches,” the present administra- 
tion, according to reports, resorted to an old trick to 
enable the President to blast Mr. Matthews and censure 
the work of a committee of Congress. The facts are related 
as follows. 

It was essential that President Eisenhower have an ex- 
cuse to speak out against Mr. Matthews and prevent him 
from serving as an investigator for the Senate Permanent 
Investigations Subcommittee. In order to make this 
presidential opposition appear to be justifiable, political 
schemers in Washington, who were apparently presiden-

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A Besetting Sin 





| N ARRESTING and challenging 
A admonition for today is con- 
tained in the first sentence of 

Hebrews 12: 

«| . . let us lay aside every weight, and 
the sin which doth so easily beset us, and 
let us run with patience the race that is 
set before us.” 

Do you weigh yourself down with 
regrets and slow your pace by pausing 
to brood over past mistakes? Don’t 
clog your feet with these dead weights, 
the writer pleads; forget those things 
that are behind and hurry on with 
business at hand that needs to be done 
now. Cast aside also the sin which be- 
sets you and run with patience the race 
that is yours to win. Note the paradox 
here: we are told to “run,” to hurry 
on with the race; and yet we are told 
to run it with “patience.” 

Someone has said that “Patience is 
idling the motor when you’d like to 
strip the gears.” This brings to mind 
the fact that impatience, though gen- 
erally regarded as a minor flaw in 
one’s disposition, is really a besetting 
sin which often produces disastrous 
consequences. The King’s business re- 
quires haste, it is true; but, even so, the 
servant must not rush off on hisown 
accord without getting his orders and 
taking time to comply with them. 

In the Scriptures there are some 
outstanding examples of trouble due 
to the lack of patience. For instance, 
Abraham and Sarah grew restive over 
God’s delay in providing the promised 
heir; through impatience Sarah pro- 
posed a substitute plan, with the result 
that Ishmael was born of Abraham 
and Hagar. This foolish experiment 
was extremely presumptuous and re- 
sulted in strife and unhappiness for all 
persons concerned, not only in that 
generation but in the generations 
which followed. 

We learn from this story that God 
ignores our feeble, unmoral plans in 
the fulfillment of His purpose. Even 
Abraham and Sarah could not coerce 
God; they could not change His plan; 
nor could they hasten the day of His 
appointed time for an event. Thirteen 
silent years passed by after the birth 
of Ishmael before God said anything 
more about the promised heir. Then 
He spoke as follows to Abraham: 
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“Sarah thy wife shall bear thee a son 
indeed; and thou shalt call his name Isaac: 
and I will establish my covenant with him 
for an everlasting covenant, and with his 
seed after him. And as for Ishmael, I have 
heard thee: . . . but my covenant will I 
establish with Isaac, which Sarah shall 
bear unto thee at this set time in the next 
year.” (Gen. 17: 19-21.) 


Thus, after much patience and for- 
bearance on God’s part, the real heir 
of the great covenant was born. His 
name “Isaac” means “laughter” and 
presaged the joy and blessings which 
his descendants, under the Divine 
covenant, are destined to shed abroad 
throughout the whole earth. Contrast 
his future with the angel’s statement to 
Hagar: 


**Thou shalt call his name Ishmael .. . 
and he will be a wild man; his hand will 
be against every man, and every man’s 
hand against him.” (Gen. 16: 11-12.) 


Impatience led Rebekah and her 
son Jacob to take matters into their 
own hands and secure the patriarchal 
blessing by deceiving Isaac in a dis- 
graceful manner. The whole deal was 
uncalled-for. Before the birth of Esau 
and Jacob, the Lord revealed to Re- 
bekah that the elder should serve the 
younger; this was a virtual declaration 
that Jacob would be the recipient of 
the birthright. All that Rebekah and 
Jacob needed to do was to wait for 
God to fulfill the promise in His own 
way and time. The transfer from the 
elder to the younger would then 
have been made without family fric- 
tion and enmity for centuries to come 
between the Edomites and the Israel- 
ites. An endless chain reaction of trou- 
bles always follow when we try to 
hasten and force issues which should 
be left in God’s hands. Our plans are 
poor, and often dangerous, substitutes 
for His wisdom. 

Moses was a man with much knowl- 
edge and many virtues. Rare indeed 
were the occasions when he missed 
the mark of his high calling. How- 
ever, when the people reached Kadesh 
and found no water, Moses impetu- 
ously struck the rock after having 
received a specific command to “‘speak 
to the rock” (Num. 20: 1-12). By this 
rash act Moses was deprived of enter- 
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ing the Promised Land with the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

This incident illustrates the necessity 
for extreme caution in determining the 
precise will of God. Moses had faced a 
similar situation at Rephidim early 
in the wilderness journey. There, too, 
the people thirsted for water and when 
Moses interceded on their behalf the 
Lord told him to “smite the rock” 
(Ex. 17: 1-6). With this experience in 
the background of his mind, it is un- 
derstandable that Moses acted on the 
impulse of the moment without realiz- 
ing the full import of his disobedience. 
Doubtless the real significance of the 
two events lies in the fact that “the 
Rock that followed them was Christ” 
(I Cor. 10: 1-4). At Rephidim Moses 
was told to “smite the rock,” as a 
symbol of His smiting at Calvary; but 
at Kadesh Moses was directed to 
“speak to the rock,” because the 
Christ was never to be smitten the 
second time. From this story we can 
see how carefully we must heed in- 
structions from the Lord. One never 
knows the disastrous outreach of heed- 
less, impetuous acts. 

Soon after the founding of the Israel 
kingdom the people demanded a king 
to rule over them so, they explained 
to Samuel, that they might be like all 
the other nations. Samuel knew that 
the time had not come on God’s 
agenda for the establishment of the 
royal house and throne; and, although 
he pointed out the consequences of dis- 
obedience, the people chose Saul as 
their king and promptly brought upon 
themselves the very troubles which 
Samuel had predicted. God had de- 
clared that Israel’s kings would come 
through Judah. The people, as well as 
Samuel, must have understood the 
reason for delay, but they lacked the 
patience to wait until the tenth genera- 
tion after the birth of Pharez. Pharez 
was born out of wedlock and, accord- 
ing to the law, ten generations had to 
pass before a man from the line of 
Judah would become eligible to oc- 
cupy the Lord’s throne in Israel. 

Furthermore, impatience was one of 
the glaring defects in the character of 
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King Saul. At the time the Philistines 
threatened invasion with a great ar- 
mored host, Saul appointed a day for 
Samuel to make an offering on behalf 
of Israel. When Samuel tarried, Saul’s 
impatient spirit led him into presump- 
tuous sin and he made the offering 
himself. On Samuel’s arrival he said to 
the king, “‘What hast thou done?” 
And Saul replied: 


“Because I saw that the people were 

scattered from me, and that thou camest 
not within the days appointed, and that 
the Philistines gathered themselves to- 
gether at Michmash; therefore said I, 
The Philistines will come down now upon 
me to Gilgal, and I have not made suppli- 
cation unto the Lord: I forced myself 
therefore, and offered a burnt offering.” 
(I Sam. 13: 11-12.) 


Samuel told Saul that he had com- 
mitted a foolish act in not keeping the 
commandment of the Lord. “Now,” 
the prophet-priest declared, “‘thy king- 
dom shall not continue.” Saul’s reign 
was doomed from that moment of 
impetuous decision in the face of 
danger. 

When the Lord Jesus was put to 
death, His disciples did not have the 
patience to withhold judgment for the 
brief span of three days to see if He 
would rise from the grave on the third 
day as He said. After His betrayal by 
Judas, all the disciples “forsook Him 
and fled’’; Peter denied Him openly at 
the palace of the high priest; then, after 
the crucifixion, they returned immedi- 
ately to their fishing nets. 

How little they understood His mis- 
sion and the prophecies concerning 
Him! “O fools, and slow of heart to 
believe all that the prophets have 
spoken: ought not Christ to have suf- 
fered these things, and to enter into 
his glory?” Of course they should have 
known, but they were too impatient, 
and too unbelieving, to wait and see 
the fulfillment of prophecy. 

Yet how like them we are today! We 
know too that all things must be ful- 
filled, ““which were written in the law 
of Moses, and in the prophets, and in 
the Psalms,” concerning Him; never- 
theless, we are too eager, too hasty, 
to await God’s timing of events. We 
are prone to run ahead and try to 
hasten matters which are known only 
in the counsels of the Most High. As 
a result we fall into one error after 
another and contribute to the mass of 
speculation and confusion regarding 
Biblical prophecy. 

Jesus gave us two key words pertain- 
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ing to the fulfillment of the prophetic 
Scriptures: namely, “watch” and “wait.” 
Now it does require patience to watch 
and wait, especially if nothing hap- 
pens for a long time to indicate prog- 
ress toward an expected goal. The 
besetting sin of impatience often causes 
men to overlook the importance and 
certainty of prophecy; but the Lord 
Himself declares that only those who 
patiently watch and wait will under- 
stand and recognize the fulfillment of 
His Word. Where prophecy is con- 
cerned, one must always be alert and 
expectant, or he will be taken in a 
snare; on the other hand, he must not 
run ahead of God’s plan and timing 
of events, or he will turn out to be a 
careless student of the prophets. 

Let us consider the patience of 
Christ the Lord. Hebrews 12: 2-4 puts 
it this way: 


“Looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith; who for the joy that 
was set before him endured the cross, 
despising the shame, and is set down at the 
right hand of the throne of God. For con- 
sider him that endured such contradiction 
of sinners against himself, lest ye be wearied 
and faint in your minds. Ye have not yet 
resisted unto blood, striving against sin.”’ 


The Reverend James Mursell says 
that the patience of Christ constitutes 
one of the most remarkable features of 
His manhood. He continues the subject 
as follows: 


“It is not visible upon the surface of the 
Evangelical narratives, but it becomes 
impressive the moment that reflection 
begins to deal with His Personality in the 
light of the events of His life on earth. 
Whatever His consciousness of Himself, 
He was evidently aware that extraordinary 
forces were at His command (Matt. 26: 
53). ‘Just in proportion to the eminence of 
a man’s sphere and the genius of a man’s 
endowments, the quality of patience is 
necessary.’ ‘To none, therefore, was it more 
necessary and more difficult than to our 
Lord, and by none was it more perfectly 
possessed. He set before Himself an aim 
which marks Him as the supreme Dreamer 
of history; yet, with the vision always 
before Him, and the longing for its fulfill- 
ment pressing on His heart, He moved 
unhasting, if unpausing, towards the goal. 
The second temptation was a trial of 
patience. In it He met the temptation to 
accomplish His purpose prematurely and 
superficially by means of an appeal to 
forces which lay ready to hand in the temper 
and expectations of the Jews. He preferred 
the patience that works perfectly, and 
therefore slowly, to the passion that strikes 
swiftly and works partially and imper- 
fectly. At the same time, His temperament 


could not be described as phlegmatic. His 
patience was not the placidity of a pool 
secluded by surrounding woods from 
storm; it was rather the calm of an ocean 
which refuses to allow any gale to rouse 
it to anger. Not incapability of passion, but 
perfect self-control, lay at the heart of the 
patience of Christ.” (Dictionary of Christ 
and the Gospels, Vol. II, p. 329.) 


As a man, Jesus had to endure con- 
stant irritations and interruptions. He 
was subject to suspicion and provoca- 
tion, not only by his enemies but by 
members of His own family. In Mental 
Chracteristics of the Lord Jesus, Bernard 
says: 

“He was harassed by temptations 
caused by nervous irritability, or want of 
strength, or physical weakness, or bodily 
weariness; unfair opposition was constantly 
urging Him to give way to undue anger and 
unrestrained passion; or rejection and de- 
sertion would, had it been possible, have 
betrayed Him into moodiness or cynical 
despair. The machinations of His foes, the 
fickleness of the mob, even the foolishness 
of His disciples, were scarcely ever wanting 
to try His spirit, and would often goad 
Him beyond endurance.” 


In spite of all these things, Jesus 
maintained absolute self-control. As 
Dr. Mursell notes: 


“It is not enough to say that our Lord 
endured these temptations without show- 
ing any impatience; there was a positive 
radiance about His patience that makes it 
the supreme example of the grace as mani- 
fest in human life. . . . The patience of 
Christ is set before believers, directly and 
indirectly, as an example of an inspiration. 
There is in Christ ‘a type and fountain of 
patience’ in which the possibilities of en- 
durance are exhibited, and from which 
the grace for endurance to the uttermost 
may be gathered.” 


The besetting sin of impatience wears 
away the life as water wears the stones. 
Impatience is an eroding influence on 
the spirit of man; it produces mental 
and emotional instability and hinders 
the development of quietness, assur- 
ance and strength. 

Many tragic accidents on the high- 
ways could have been prevented if 
impatient drivers had only slowed 
down a bit and waited a few seconds 
for clearance before pulling into a 
traffic lane. We can see how impa- 
tience may endanger the physical man, 
but we need to realize that it may also 
imperil the spirit of man: : 

“Let patience have her perfect work, 
that ye may be perfect and entire, wanting 
nothing.” (James 1: 4.)

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The Meeping Beauty 





GENIUS OF the Anglo-Saxon 
folklore lies in the choice of sym- 
bols, a choice which, in some 
cases, coincides with those of the Book 
of Revelation and other books in the 
Bible. Yet it more often employs a set 
of symbols born of the new environ- 
ment in which the children of Israel 
found themselves after their escape 
from captivity. The significant thing 
about these tales is that they deal with 
Israel after the Assyrian captivity, and 
their subsequent journey across north- 
ern Europe, to their final destination 
in Germany, Normandy, Denmark 
and England. 

The stories which are preserved 
and passed on to us by the Grimm 
brothers are steeped in Anglo-Saxon 
traditions; traditions which, through 
these stories, can be traced back to the 
people of Israel of old. They are links 
with the line of Jacob, Isaac and with 
Abraham himself! They contain the 
same prophecy which we find in the 
recorded sayings of Jesus and the long 
line of prophets who preceded Him! 
Indeed, they parallel in method the 
teachings of Jesus, who taught in- 
variably in parable form. The imagery 
is quite as Captivating and the lessons 
to be learned are identical, as witness 
the wide popularity of the Saxon folk- 
stories throughout the world today. 

While many might favor the story 
of Snow-white and the Seven Dwarfs 
among the treasured tales of the past, 
yet the story of little Briar-rose, more 
widely known as the story of “Sleeping 
Beauty,” holds a place dear to the 
hearts of fully as many. We have heard 
these tales, all of us, in our childhood, 
and the characters have come as 
vividly alive to us in our imagination 
as Our parents or our teachers. In later 
years, having coped with the realities 
of life, its many problems and drudger- 
les, we are wont to turn again to these 
fairy tales of our childhood in search 
for their old enchantment. 

And we are not disappointed. This 
time we look deep beneath the words 
themselves, and the symbols, to find 
the core, the hidden meanings laid 
cunningly beneath the surface. We 
then gain a new understanding, one 
that wears better for us in our later, 
more meditative years. We discover, 
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moreover, an even deeper enchant- 
ment than ever laid hold of us in our 
childhood. For there we find God at 
work, weaving an intricate story, but 
telling us, each one, something in his 
heart — something special, and some- 
thing soul-satisfying. 

For those readers of the Bible who 
are alert and watchful for the estab- 
lishment of God’s Kingdom upon 
earth, there will be no need for persua- 
sion in the elucidation of these stories. 
Their meaning will come to them like 
a homing pigeon. For those who are 
given to doubts, or those who do not 
seem to grasp the promise of the com- 
ing of the future Kingdom as a reality, 
it were well that they listen to the wis- 
dom of Jesus when He said, “Verily 
I say unto you, Whosoever shall not 
receive the kingdom of God as a little 
child shall in no wise enter therein” 
(Luke 18: 17). 

If the reader of these words cannot 
believe in the Kingdom, even as a little 
child, then certainly there is no way 
for him to enter into that Kingdom. 
*Twere better for him to read the 
Scriptures with the same childlike be- 
lief he had in the fairy stories, recapture 
the ecstacy that was his when reading 
of the adventures of the Prince who 
went through all kinds of difficulties to 
reach and rescue his Princess. 

In our examination of the story of 
*‘Snow-white” * we saw how the teller 
of that tale wove into it the whole 
history of the Israel people, starting 
with their wanderings out of northern 
Persia. There is a familiar pattern in 
the story of Briar-rose because she is a 
symbol used again for Jsrael and the 


overcomers. She represents the Israel © 


people in another aspect from that 
presented through Snow-white. And 
revealed, for those who care to see, is 
her time-proven characteristic of be- 
ing asleep to her own identity. 

The story opens with the King and 
the Queen wishing for a daughter. 
This is a familiar opening for a fairy 


story: 
“The King and the Queen said every 


day, ‘Ah, if we only had a child! But 
they never had one.”

There is something here that has a 
familiar ring to the ears of those who 
have studied their Bibles. In this story 
the tale-spinner has harked back to the 
tents of Abraham himself. One of the 
familiar stories of Genesis is the prom- 
ise that God made to Abraham. We 
read in the 13th chapter of how God 
spoke to Abraham and said: 


“I will make thy seed as the dust of the 
earth: so that if a man can number the 
dust of the earth, then shall thy seed also 
be numbered.” (Gen. 13: 16.) 


God had made Abraham this prom- 
ise, yet Abraham found himself in a 
very strange position. His faith in God 
was being put to the extreme test. 
Sarah, his wife, was a woman of great 
age, and had not as yet given him a 
child. We read of Abraham’s com- 
plaint to God in the 15th chapter: 


“Lord God, what wilt thou give me, 
seeing I go childless. . . . Behold, to me 
thou hast given no seed.” (Gen. 15: 2-3.) 


This test put upon Abraham is one 
of the most familiar to us, and cor- 
responds with the opening note of our 
story, in which the King and the 
Queen find themselves in the same 
plight as Abraham and Sarah. 

Through the voice of a “‘frog’’ the 
pair are told that their wish would be 
fulfilled. A “‘frog’? usually betokens a 
“voice,” alluding to the frog’s loud 
croaking. In this story the voice of 
God is symbolized by the voice of a 
frog. 

Compare the first few verses of the 
21st chapter of Genesis, describing 
the happiness of Abraham and Sarah, 
with the rejoicing of the King and the 
Queen when they were at last given a 
beautiful daughter. So great was their 
joy that they invited the whole king- 
dom to share their blessings with 
them in a great feast. Remembering 
that their daughter, whom they called 
Briar-rose, is representative of Israel, 
let us continue with the story. 

Not to be forgotten among the guests 
to be invited were the thirteen Wise 
Women, or Fairies, but since there 
were only twelve golden plates to 
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serve them with, one of them had to 
stay home. Herein lies one of the most 
significant messages of the story. 

The symbology here is quite plain. 
The twelve golden plates refer re- 
spectively to the twelve tribes of Israel 
and the positions they held both for 
worship and for battle. ‘These positions 
are the same as the twelve positions 
of the constellations of the zodiac, each 
tribe adopting one of the twelve signs 
for its symbol, or standard. These were 
the twelve attributes which are be- 
stowed upon Israel (or Briar-rose), 
and each of them a virtue by which 
they shall be recognized. 

As an example, the House of Judah 
adopted the sign of Leo, or the Lion, 
and those of Judah used the lion upon 
their marching standard and upon 
their shields. Identity of the House of 
Judah can be made in modern her- 
aldry by the presence of a lion either 
on the shield or upon the field of the 
coat-of-arms. Numerous references are 
made to the “lion of Judah” and the 
“‘whelps of the lion” in the Bible. 

In the fifth chapter of Revelation, 
one of the elders said to John, ““Weep 
not: behold, the Lion of the Tribe of 
Juda, the Root of David, hath pre- 
vailed to open the book, and to loose 
the seven seals thereof” (Rev. 5: 5). 
In this passage we have another of the 
names of Jesus and He is described here 
as the only One who was able to read 
the Book of Life in the hands of God, 
the Father. Also, as the Saviour, He is 
the One who, by His sacrifice, re- 
deemed us from our sins. Jesus is called 
by many names throughout the Bible, 
but in this passage of Revelation He 
takes on the stature of King and Head 
of the House of David of the tribe of 
Judah, the kingly house. 

Of the twelve disciples, only Jesus 
and Judas were of the tribe of Judah; 
the remainder were all of the tribe of 
Benjamin. Jesus selected but twelve 
disciples and many have wondered 
why he picked twelve, no more and 
no less. ‘These twelve were prototypes 
of the tribes of Israel. The men them- 
selves were of but two tribes, but by 
their number they became types for 
the twelve. 

Jesus manifested in human form the 
highest type to which man can attain. 
He was of kingly stature and demean- 
or. Judas, the betrayer, demonstrated 
to what depths a man can fall, having 
given himself once into the hands of 
Satan. Jesus had dealt with Satan 
early in his training, during the forty 
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days He spent in the wilderness, and 
had overcome the lure; Judas was 
weak and fell, finally, to the wiles of 
the Wicked One. 

Numbers are symbols as much as 
words. Beyond their meaning in 
mathematics, they have other mean- 
ings. To us here in our story we must 
heed how the Saxon mystic makes use 
of numbers. There were thirteen Wise 
Women. Thirteen is the number of 
spiritual testing. It brings woe only to 
him who cannot hew to the line. In 
Jesus we have the first and the last 
(Alpha and Omega), the first and the 
thirteenth of the group dedicated to 
proclaiming the Gospel. All thirteen 
were equally tested during their time 
together. Jesus at all times was the 
Master and the example for His fol- 
lowers. He never quavered from the 
duties laid upon Him by the Father. 
But the twelve whom He called to 
minister for Him displayed a long 
array of human frailties; all of these 
Jesus foresaw and forgave, looking 
inwardly at their spiritual worth. He 
was looking at their souls. Judas alone 
failed Him in the final test. 

Jesus, as the first and the thirteenth 
member of the holy band, was the 
victor in the great test laid upon Him 
by the Father; hence His right to open 
the seals in the Book and peer into the 
future. Judas, also of the House of 
Judah, was the weak member, the one 
who failed and went down under the 
supreme test. He feigned a love for the 
Master, a love which he did not have, 
and, in failing his Master, he failed 
himself. 

To return to our story, in the twelve 
golden plates which the King had laid 
out for the twelve invited Wise 
Women, we see that these are the 
twelve positions of the twelve tribes of 
Israel. The thirteenth Wise Woman, or 
Fairy, can represent either the power 
of the Christ, or it can represent the 
power of Satan, which acis either in 
the individual (as in the case of the 
disciples) or in groups or tribes. 

In the story we have an account of 
the triumph of Satan for a time. But 
that time has a definite limit, placed 
upon him by the Twelfth Fairy whose 
blessing had been interrupted. After 
eleven of the Wise Women had be- 
stowed upon the Princess eleven 
blessings, such as, virtue, beauty, 
riches, etc., the thirteenth stormed 
into the banquet hall and pronounced 
her gift of doom upon the child: 

“The Princess shall prick herself with a 


spindle on her fifteenth birthday, and die!” 


But, by the clemency of the Twelfth 
Fairy, the spell was mitigated. It was 
to last exactly one hundred years; no 
more and no less. 

The spell that was cast upon little 
Briar-rose can be likened to the three 
sicknesses which overtook Snow-white, 
with the greater emphasis here being 
placed upon the third and final sick- 
ness. Struck with that malady, Snow- 
white fell down as though dead and 
nothing that the dwarfs could do 
would revive her. This describes the 
stupefying effect of Modernism within 
the Church today, which has suc- 
ceeded in dulling the minds and spirits 
of believers. Working like an opiate, 
this scheme of Satan to pursue his 
machinations within the realm of the 
Church has succeeded to the point 
that the power of Christ is withheld, or 
minimized, by a lack of acceptance 
necessary to its fullest manifestation. 
This dullness of spirit is also described 
by Jesus in Revelation 3: 16 as “luke- 
warmness,” the belief of the church- 
men of Laodicea, which is the charac- 
teristic of the seventh Church, or the 
church of today. 

The sleep that overtook Briar-rose 
carries another meaning for us today. 
Sleep has all the qualities of death, as 
far as the ego, or consciousness, is 
concerned. The body lies inert and 
inactive, yet it is alive and has the 
potentiality of full consciousness. The 
“sleeping beauty,” then, is sleeping 
Israel, who, in her state of sleep, hasn’t 
the slightest notion as to whom she is. 
The people of Israel exist in the world 
today, yet they are unaware that they 
are Israel. It is a peculiar truth that 
their enemies know them better than 
they know themselves, and seek to do 
away with them before they awaken 
to their real identity. 

So, as portrayed in our story, the 
maid and all creatures about her lay in 
a deep sleep. After the hundred years, 
and only at the appointed time, would 
the Prince come who would awaken 
and liberate her. 

There is some solace here for those 
who are impatient that the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples of the world 
today are largely unaware that they 
are Israel. In our story the future of 
these people is hidden. Although there 
are some stirrings at the present time, 
some recognition, Israel shall not be 
really cognizant of her heritage until 
the coming of her King, the Christ, 
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who shall ascend the Throne of David 
and be her ruler. 

It is a touching episode that the 
father of Briar-rose tried to protect the 
child by ordering every spindle burned 
in order to destroy the spindle that 
might prick the girl and cause her to 
‘fall down as though dead.” This is 
the love of the Father for his daughter, 
Israel, portrayed so dramatically all 
through the Bible, with varying de- 
grees of fatherly affection avowed. 
Many loud thunderings and threats 
are cast over the people, yet all the 
while He is watching over them, loving 
them, hoping they will avoid the 
blunders and mistakes which threaten 
to obliterate them. He would, if He 
could, take from them “this cup” of 
bitterness, of suffering, and the fate 
of wandering aimlessly through the 
wilderness, a “‘lost” people. 

But the drama of these people is 
the theme of the Bible, just as it is the 
theme of our story, and their destiny 
must be fulfilled. God allows a kind of 
punishment to fall upon His chosen 
people, a chastisement from which 
He hopes they will emerge a stronger, 
more spiritual people. 

The power of Satan, operating 
through the vengeful feeling of the 
thirteenth Fairy, is given sway. But 
the spell laid upon Briar-rose (Israel) 
is for a definite length of time, beyond 
which she loses her power and the 
Princess shall awake and arise. At the 
end of one hundred years she was to 
be wakened by a kiss from the Prince. 
Then the whole kingdom would 
awaken and become aware of their 
true selves. 

This is symbolical of the “‘awaken- 
ing” of Israel, preparatory to her 
joyous entering into the glory of the 
Kingdom of God, which has been 
promised by the Prince of Peace him- 
self so many, many times in the Scrip- 
tures. Herein lies the fulfillment of all 
the prophecies, of Isaiah 60: 1 when 
he says: 


“Arise, shine; for thy light is come, and 
the glory of the Lord is risen upon thee!” 


It is the same kingdom spoken of by 
Daniel: 


“And the stone that smote the image 
became a great mountain, and filled the 
whole earth.” (Dan. 2: 35.) 


And in Joel 2: 1 we read these 
words: 


“Blow ye the trumpet in Zion, and 
sound an alarm in my holy mountain: let 
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all the inhabitants of the land tremble: 
for the day of the Lord cometh, for it is 
nigh at hand.” 


Micah speaks of it in these words: 


“But in the last days it shall come to 
pass, that the mountain of the house of 
the Lord shall be established in the top 
of the mountains, and it shall be exalted 
above the hills; and people shall flow unto 
it. . . . But they shall sit every man under 
his vine and under his fig tree; and none 
shall make them afraid.” (Micah 4: 1-4.) 


It will be remembered that after 
Briar-rose felt the prick of the old 
woman’s spindle “‘she fell down upon 
a bed that stood there, and lay in a 
deep sleep. And this sleep extended 
over the whole palace... .” Then 
“there began to grow a hedge of 
thorns, which every year became 
higher, and at last grew close up 
around the castle and all over it, so 
that there was nothing of it to be seen, 
not even the flag upon the roof.” 

The flag upon the roof, of course, 
would carry the telling symbol that 
would identify the people of that 
kingdom. This indicates that even the 
name of these people was erased; they 
can no longer tell who they are. This 
part of the story indicates the com- 
plete obliteration of the identity of 
the ten tribes of Israel. These people, 
asleep to their own identity, do not 
of themselves have the power to wake 
themselves. 

“From time to time, many king’s 
sons came and tried to get through the 
thorny hedge into the castle,’ having 
heard of the beautiful princess asleep 
inside. ‘These king’s sons represent the 
martyrs of the Church, sons of the 
Faith, who have stood valiantly against 
the “‘thorns”’ of persecution and fought 
through the morass of superstition and 
false belief in a courageous attempt to 
rescue the Truth. Such men, down 
through the centuries, have witnessed 
the majesty of the Kingdom of Heaven 
and, being overwhelmed with its 
beauty and its glory, have sought to 
point out the way to the rest of their 
fellows. Such men have given their 
lives gladly, knowing the truth of their 
own immortality in Christ. They have 
striven to arouse Israel so that she 
might awaken to a new life, to the 
happy life within the Kingdom. 

From Stephen, stoned at the gates 
of Jerusalem, to the martyrs of the 
present day, those hundreds of Chris- 
tian missionaries caught behind the 
Bamboo and the Iron Curtain who 
have died in concentration camps or 


prisons, a long stream of “king’s sons”’ 
have striven to break their way 
through the thorny wall that surrounds 
the castle, but without success. These 
men have given their lives for their 
faith and, according to the Bible 
(Revelation 21: 2-4), they shall not go 
unrewarded. 

Let us remember that, in our story, 
it was destined for one Prince, and one 
alone, to break through the hedge and 
awaken the sleeping Princess. Only at 
an exact hour, when a hundred years 
had passed, could this Prince break 
through and reach the side of his 
Princess. 

The Bible is crammed with proph- 
ecy. Men of vision have been shown 
and have foretold the whole scheme of 
coming events. The dark future had 
been spelled out for Israel by the 
people themselves when they con- 
sciously broke the laws laid down for 
them at Mt. Sinai. Yet, to certain 
ones who remained true, God gave an 
insight into the glorious destiny of 
His people. 

By reason of His great sacrifice, God 
gave His most detailed vision of the 
future to His son, Jesus Christ, written 
down by His disciple John and known 
to us as the Book of Revelation. For 
those who have studied closely the 
prophecy contained in this book, and 
have compared it with the words of 
the other great prophets who preceded 
him, one gains a sense of the immensity 
of God’s plan and the definite tzming 
of it. It is, indeed, a timetable, usable 
by those who have learned to read it. 
It was written in code, truly, but by 
the unfathomable power of faith and 
the subtle influx of the Holy Spirit of 
God, the true believer can comprehend 
this timetable and know exactly where 
he stands in terms of God’s plan. Only 
Jesus Christ knows the exact hour, the 
proper hour, for the awakening, but 
we know that it will happen, according 
to His plan for us. 

“The youth said, ‘I am not afraid, 
I will go and see the beautiful Briar- 
rose.’”? Such were the determined 
words of the Prince. Jesus, the Christ, 
never knew fear at any time in His 
ministry upon earth. He was, rather, 
the very personification of courage. 
His calm poise while standing trial 
before the authorities of both Rome 
and Jewry, displayed a courage that 
comes only with a sense of oneness 
with the Father. 

Only Jesus Christ is fully conscious 
of His coming role in the restoration of 
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the Kingdom of God on earth. One 
by one those who are to be its citizens 
are brushing the sleep from their eyes 
and are answering to His impulsion. 
As it is written in the 19th chapter of 
Revelation: 

“I saw heaven opened, and behold a 
white horse; and he that sat upon him was 
called Faithful and True, and in right- 
eousness he doth judge and make war.” 

The Prince of Peace, as a gallant 
warrior, a knight-errant, comes riding 
through the mists of time. The thorned 
thicket parts and he rides on out to his 
mission. His hour has come; He has 
long awaited it, for in this moment he 
and his people are joined in a joyous 
reunion. 

In the fairy tale, when the Prince ar- 
rived, the beautiful Princess, asleep 
for so long, awakened and “‘looked at 
him quite sweetly.” Immediately the 
King and the whole court came to 
renewed life, even to the birds on the 
roof and the flies on the wall. “Then 
the marriage of the King’s son with 
Briar-rose was celebrated with splen- 


dor, and they lived happily ever 
after.” 

“The marriage of the Lamb is 
come,” it is announced in Revelation 
19: 7, “‘and his wife hath made herself 
ready.” Again we find our Saxon folk- 
tale closely parallels the Divine theme 
of the Scriptures. Those who have pre- 
pared themselves (see Matthew 25: 
1-13) are ready to celebrate the mar- 
riage of the Christ with His people 
Israel. 

There remains but one preliminary 
step, preparing the way for the full 
restoration of the Kingdom of God on 
earth. The power of “that old ser- 
pent, which is the Devil” still holds 
sway upon the earth, but the hour of 
his departure bears close upon him. 
We read in the 20th chapter of Revela- 
tion that “‘an angel came down from 
heaven . . . and he laid hold on the 
dragon, that old serpent, which is the 
Devil, and Satan, and bound 
him. . . .” Thus ends the period of 
control by this creature, which in our 
story was the “thirteenth fairy,” the 
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Consider the patience with which 
Christ is still waiting, after almost two 
thousand years, to fulfill the latter part 
of the angel’s promise to Mary: 


“. .. and the Lord God shall give 
unto him the throne of his father David: 
and he shall reign over the house of Jacob 
for ever; and of his kingdom there shall 
be no end.” (Luke 1: 32-33.) 


This will be the culmination of the 
“joy that was set before him’ — and 
He still awaits the appointed time. 

The fulfillment of this prophecy is 
God’s plan for world government and 
world peace. Unfortunately, many 
professed followers of Christ do not 
understand and believe this. Some are 
merely uninformed, rather than an- 
tagonistic; and others rebel against the 
idea of Divine guidance in human 


affairs. People in the latter group 
especially want a unified, peaceful 
world of their own making. So we have 
the planners and their numerous prop- 
aganda organizations trying to herd 
the few remaining free nations into a 
sham world government and a Christ- 
less world religion. 

Of one thing we can be certain — 
no plan for mankind will succeed ex- 
cept that which God has decreed. Are 
we too impatient to wait for the unfold- 
ing of His purpose and promises in 
Christ Jesus? Then we must begin 
now to possess our souls in patience. 
“Be patient therefore, brethren, unto 
the coming of the Lord,” James writes 
in his Epistle. And Hebrews 10: 36-37 
adds: “For ye have need of patience, 
that, after ye have done the will of 
God, ye might receive the promise.

At the end of the appointed time the 
Prince (Christ) will adventure forth 
and to Him will be given all power over 
heaven and earth.

SUMMARY OF certain proposals for setting up a world 
A government is taken from the official proceedings 
of the World Association of Parliamentarians for 
World Government (W.A.P.W.G.). This plan was pub- 
lished by W.A.P.W.G. together with a map. The idea is 
to have a world army. In this, Russians, Asians and Afri- 
cans would predominate because it would be related to 
populations. Units of the world army would be stationed 
anywhere except in their own countries. Thus, there might 
be Russian, Asian and African forces controlling the United 
States, the European countries of the British Common- 
wealth and Western Europe. We might, in fact, be policed 
by Asians and Africans. Their duties —it is stated — 
would be to enforce the world government’s law. 

The world government would — according to this plan 
— consist of appointed members and would reflect popu- 
lation strength, so that it would be dominated by Russians, 
Asians and Africans. The white nations would be in a 
permanent minority. If they objected to any resolution of 
this parliament, the world government military forces 
would have power to curb local opposition. In other 
words, Asian troops in the United States or the British 
Commonwealth could suppress any wishes of our citizens 
which were contrary to the world parliament’s decisions — 
a parliament dominated by the same racial forces which 
would possess dominant military strength. 

The world parliament would appoint a world director; 
eight zone directors; and fifty-one regional directors. 
These officials would never serve in their own countries. 
You may think that such a fantastic plan is not worth 
notice. The fact is, however, that those sponsoring these 
ideas have grown in strength from a mere handful to an 
influential body of people, headed by prominent public 
men. The Hon. President of W.A.P.W.G. is Lord Boyd- 
Orr; the Chairman is Mr. Clement Davies, leader of the 
Liberal Party in the House of Commons. Amongst Vice- 
Presidents is Congressman Adam C. Powell. The United 
World Federalists — an American organization — works 
in close harmony with W.A.P.W.G. 

Such dangerous ideas as a world government backed 
by a world army, in which Russians, Asians and Africans 
have a permanent and irremovable majority, should be 
scotched before they are allowed to develop into an ideol- 
ogy which attracts widespread ambitions on the part of 
those who would prove the sole beneficiaries. There can 
be no doubt that Communism, nationalism and world 
government are combining (perhaps in many cases for- 
tuitously) to set aflame the emotions and ambitions of 
vast masses in Asia and Africa. 
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Unless those elements amongst this great conglomeration 
of the human family which are still well disposed towards 
the West are helped and supported, they may, one day, 
turn towards such ideas. Certainly, to kick our Asian and 
African friends in the face is not too wise. 

Is it wise to call the most bitter opponents of Com- 
munism in Asia “‘traitors,’”” merely because they do not 
fancy our ideas of a truce which they believe would mean 
the Communization of their country — Korea? 

Is it wise to conduct a bitter propaganda against the 
Chinese nationalists? 

Was it wise to betray the Karens in favor of those Bur- 
mese whose tendency was — and remains — towards the 
Communist group? 

Was it wise to force the division of India, which cost 
five million casualties in dead and homeless almost 
entirely to the disadvantage of the Moslems who were dis- 
posed to be friendly towards the West, and to the advan- 
tage of the Hindus who control India and whose ambi- 
tions (officially admitted by Nehru) are to absorb African 
territory and whose flirtations with Marxism have been 
frequent? 

Was it wise to allow the Indian Princes — nearly all 
of whom were loyal to deep friendship with the West — 
to be reduced in favor of corrupt politicians whose tend- 
encies are to help the enemies of the West whenever it 
pays to do so? 

Is it wise to encourage the Sultan of Morocco, who is 
playing with fire, rather than the Pasha of Marrakesh — 
and his immense following — who thinks the happiness 
of his country depends upon a continued close alliance 
with France? 

Is it wise to hand over the Sudanese — who like and 
trust Britain — to Egyptian politicians who are sworn 
enemies? 

Was it wise to have left Qavam es Sultaneh unaided in 
Persia, while trying to make terms with Mossadegh; 
Qavam, the staunch friend — Mossadegh, the sworn 
enemy? 

Difficulties there certainly were in all these instances but 
the general pattern has been to support or make terms 
with those who hate the West and harbor dangerous 
ideas; and to cool off towards, or even actually sell down 
the river, those who liked and admired us and wanted to 
keep alongside us. The same disquieting tendency is to be 
noted in our relations with European friends. Very many 
influential politicians do everything in their power to at- 
tack Adenauer — the friend of the West — in Germany; 
and to support the Socialists who are opponents of an 
EDC and NATO integration. Almost every week a dozen 
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Socialist MPs try to press for more leniency towards Mau 
Mau and conduct a persistent propaganda against the 
brave settlers who are defending civilization with their 
lives. Half Europe indulges in anti-Americanism — de- 
spite the fact that the administration is using every weapon 
it possesses to get sanction for defense and economic 
measures upon which the very life of Europe depends. 

We suggest that a truce in Korea —on the present 
terms — will be costly. Take a glance at the disgusting 
atrocities of Mau Mau, handed to us in payment for five 
years of pious hope that perhaps, after all, it was an over- 
rated danger; and, really, just a slight unrest arising from 
a harmless land hunger. Take another look at Persia, 
Egypt, Indonesia, Burma and India and do not forget 
the payment we got from Russia in return for the appease- 
ment of Yalta at the cost of millions of lives in Poland and 
elsewhere. Is the policy of appeasing our enemies at the 
cost of our friends even a paying proposition? It is certainly 
not a morally justifiable one. If we do not have a care, we 
shall pay with millions of our own lives. 

It is possible that, in order to buy time, Russia may 
offer terms which will attract much support in the West. 
If she is able to do this — as she may be — the long term 
prospects will worsen, for it is during Russia’s present 
phase of internal weakness that the West should be strong. 
The present is a time of immense opportunity. It seems 
almost impossible to believe that the West will merely 
use it to strengthen Russia by giving her the prestige of 
concessions and fhe time she needs. No warning against 
weakness can be too strong. Russia’s whole policy depends 
upon concessions from the West now. If she cannot get 
them — either because she is too afraid of internal com- 
plications or because the West refuses to sell her time — 
the entire Soviet system may crash into ruins at far less cost 
to the outside world than would otherwise have to be 
paid. It is imperative to recognize the fine balance be- 
tween Russia’s great weaknesses and strengths — and to 
be certain we correctly use our advantages. 

During recent weeks, further numbers of Soviet agents 
have been moving into Africa. They are first taken across 
the Czech-German frontier and then released into West- 
ern Germany as refugees without papers. Having estab- 
lished their refugee status — about 80 per cent of them 
succeed in doing so — they approach the French agencies 
which recruit German labor for the African colonies. One 
of the most important of these agencies is in Niirnberg; 
others are in Munich and Frankfurt. Within a matter of 
weeks, these men are in the French colonies. From there, 
they make their way to their real destinations. Since the 
beginning of this year, Czech intelligence has smuggled 
280 agents into Africa. No one seems to know where they 
are now. 

A number of Senior Soviet army officers are to retire 
in August — some of them before reaching the age limit. 
This will mean promotion for younger men. There is not 
necessarily any political implication behind this. The 
intention is simply to replace the men of World War II 
by new men with fresh ideas. 

Since May, the Soviet authorities have been preparing 
to move some of the most essential factories in the Soviet 
zone of Germany into the interior of Russia. Plans are 
ready for the removal of the ENW Werk of Eisenach. 
Soviet technicians have visited the factories concerned 
and have designated the machinery to be moved and 
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selected the most trustworthy workers. These workers 
are then put into special groups. In the event of emer- 
gency, they would dismantle the machinery and accom- 
pany it to Russia. 

There have been some moves to win over Afghanistan 
to the Soviet side. But there are alo plans of an aggressive 
kind, of which those Afghans who may be inclined to 
respond to Soviet approaches would do well to take note. 
A recent congress at Herat was attended by Communist 
delegates of Turkmen, Uzbek and Tadzhik nationality. 
All three tribes live partly in the U.S.S.R. and partly in 
Afghanistan. All three have autonomous republics within 
the U.S.S.R. The delegates to the Herat congress de- 
manded the complete union of their respective tribes within 
the U.S.S.R. It was further suggested that the southern 
part of Afghanistan — inhabited mainly by Pathans and 
Baluchis — be joined to Pakistan. The sense of all this is 
clear. There are great opportunities for the Soviet Union 
in the partition of Afghanistan. Incorporation of Northern 
Afghanistan into the U.S.S.R. would outflank Persia, so 
increasing the pressure. 

Moscow has also organized a powerful propaganda of- 
fensive directed at the whole Moslem world. Concessions 
such as these are heavily emphasized in broadcasts to 
Moslem countries in an attempt to impress the Islamic 
world with Soviet friendship. It is unfortunate that the 
significance of these plans is obscured from the eyes of 
Western observers whose attention is being successfully 
diverted by “peace”’ gestures in Europe. Russia’s gestures 
towards Turkey fit into this pattern. It should be noted 
that a pro-Russian group has been growing in Turkey. 

Not unnaturally, the personal hatred between Beria 
and Malenkov, so often reported in the Review, finally 
overcame their long working partnership. The truth is 
that no one man in the Soviet Government likes or trusts 
another. ‘The entire regime is based upon hatred, lust for 
personal power, cruelties without precedent in history 
and the total exploitation of great masses of people who 
are terrorized by every means which cruel and depraved 
men can devise. Basically, all this springs from a form of 
Satanic madness which it is almost impossible for the 
ordinary citizen of a civilized country to understand. That 
is one of the reasons why most people constantly miscalcu- 
late Communist intentions. 

It now remains to be seen what will happen in the 
struggle between certain army leaders, Molotov and 
Malenkov. They all distrust and hate each other. Each 
successor is more violent than his predecessor. This is the 
clear trend. Stalin was more brutal than Lenin; Malenkov 
is more so than Stalin. The reason for this is that, at each 
phase, more people hate the whole thing and power can 
be held only by more and more violent measures. Malen- 
kov’s troubles are not over. One false step and he goes. 
One false step on the part of his critics and they go. No 
one is safe in Moscow today; no one has decisive power. 
The position is chaotic.

OSES WAS instructed in the use 
M to be made of trumpets. He 
was told that two trumpets 

were to be fashioned: 


“And the Lord spake unto Moses, say- 
ing, Make thee two trumpets of silver; 
of a whole piece shalt thou make them: 
that thou mayest use them for the calling 
of the assembly, and for the journeying of 
the camps.” (Num. 10: 1-2.) 


When the people were to be as- 
sembled at the door of the Taber- 
nacle, the two trumpets were to be 
blown: 


“And when they shall blow with them, 
all the assembly shall assemble themselves 
to thee at the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation.” (Num. 10: 3.) 


Our attention has been specifically 
directed by Mr. Nicholas A. Voegtly 
to the next verse, suggesting an ex- 
amination of its bearing upon the 
blowing of the trumpet as given by 
Paul in connection with the resurrec- 
tion and ascension. The verse reads: 


“And if they blow but with one trum- 
pet, then the princes, which are heads of 
the thousands of Israel, shall gather them- 
selves unto thee.” (Num. 10: 4.) 


The use of both trumpets summoned 
all the people, but when one trumpet 
was blown, the rulers alone gathered 
at the door of the Tabernacle to meet 
Moses. This fact throws additional 
light upon the statement made by 
Paul that, when the Lord descends and 
the dead arise, and those of the living 
who are qualified ascend with them 
to meet the Lord, only one trumpet 
is blown: 


“For the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the voice 
of the archangel, and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shall rise first: 
Then we which are alive and remain shall 
be caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and 
so shall we ever be with the Lord.” (I 
Thess. 4: 16-17.) 


If Paul had indicated the blowing 
of more than one trumpet, then we 
would know that the whole congre- 
gation of the Lord is to assemble. But 
because he specifies that only one 
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trumpet is sounded, it is to summon 
those alone who are to reign with their 
King, both from among the dead and 
from among the living. They are to go 
in with Him to the Marriage Supper 
of the Lamb, following which they will 
return with Him to assume authority 
and power in His Kingdom. Because 
all who are to be present at that Sup- 
per are to occupy exalted positions in 
His Kingdom, the Angel instructed 
John: 


“Write, Blessed are they which are 
called unto the marriage supper of the 
Lamb. And he saith unto me, These are 
the true sayings of God.” (Rev. 19: 9.) 


Jesus refers to the blowing of one 
trumpet in His discussion of the order 
of events leading to the summoning 
of the elect, or chosen, who are to 
assemble to meet Him when the Sign 
of the Son of man shines forth in the 
sky. Jesus described the next sign fol- 
lowing the great Star Shower and the 
shaking of the powers of heaven: 


“Then shall appear [shine] the sign of 
the Son of man in heaven: and then shall 
all the tribes of the earth mourn, and they 
shall see the Son of man coming in the 
clouds of heaven with power and great 
glory. And he shall send his angels with a 
great sound of a trumpet, and they shall 
gather together his elect [chosen] from the 
four winds, from one end of heaven to the 
other.” (Matt. 24: 30-31.) 


The sounding of a single trumpet 
is to be followed by the gathering of 
those who, at the appearing of the 
Sign of the Son of man, as potential 
rulers in the Kingdom, assemble for 
entrance into the Marriage Supper. 
Ferrar Fenton gives an interesting 
rendering of these two verses as fol- 
lows: 


**Then will appear the signal of the Son 
of Man in the sky, and all the tribes of the 
earth shall mourn when they see the Son 
of Man coming upon the clouds of the 
heaven, with power and full rectification. 
And He will send out His messengers with 
a loud and powerful bugle; and they will 
collect all His chosen from the four winds, 
from end to end of the heavens.” 


Both the Star Shower and the shak- 
ing of the powers of heaven are now 
recorded facts. The Star Shower oc- 
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curred 120 years ago and is described 
as follows: 


*‘A spectacular meteoric shower took 
place on November 12 and 13, 1833 a.p. 
The stars fell on this occasion like flakes 
of snow, to the number, as was estimated, 
of 240,000, in the space of nine hours, 
varying in size from a moving point or 
phosphorescent line to globes of the moon’s 
diameter. It was observed that they all 
appeared to proceed from the same quarter 
of the heavens, from the vicinity of one 
of the stars in the constellation of Leo.” 
(Study in Revelation,* p. 54.) 


We are not told which star in Leo 
it was from which this Star Shower 
appeared to proceed as it was ob- 
served from the earth. However, the 
Constellation of Leo is very important. 
It is the Lion and depicts the triumph 
of the Lion of the tribe of Judah. All 
the stars in Leo and the meaning of 
their names magnify and exalt Him 
as the Coming Conqueror (see The 
Stars Declare God’s Handiwork?). 

By this display a warning was given 
120 years ago that the time was ap- 
proaching when the Sign of the Son 
of man would shine forth in the sky. 
Could it be that the star in Leo 
from which this meteoric phenomenon 
seemed to proceed was <osma, which 
means shining forth? 


The shaking of the powers of heaven 
has also taken place, for, with the 
splitting of the atom, this became a 
reality. The following excerpt com- 
ments upon this: 


“The meaning of the expression that 
‘the powers of heaven shall be shaken’ 
is worthy of study. ‘The atom is a universe 
in miniature, with its own central sun, 
planets and heaven. In the splitting of the 
atom literally the power (Greek word 
translated power is Dunamis), meaning 
the violence or strength of heaven, is 
shaken. ‘The Greek word Saleuéd is trans- 
lated ‘shaken’ and means ‘agitated, tossed 
or stirred up’ as by an earthquake or

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cyclone. The atomic bomb thus produces 
a cyclonic effect as well as a great heat 
and light comparable to that of the sun.” 
(Documentary Studies, Vol. I, page 227.) 


Following these two signs, Jesus 
declared there would be a third, which 
will be the appearing of the Sign of 
the Son of man in the sky. In Destiny 
for March 1953 the following ob- 
servation was made: 


“The Greek word translated ‘appear’ 
can also be rendered ‘shine.’ In a footnote 
in 7he Companion Bible this fact is confirmed 
as an alternative translation, making it 
possible to render the passage: 

“‘*And then shall shine the sign of the 
Son of man in the sky.’ (Matt. 24: 30.) 

‘Smith and Goodspeed translate ‘heaven’ 
as ‘sky,’ thus more correctly designating 
the place of a heavenly display of some 
sort that will constitute the Sign of the Son 
of man.” (Page 104.) 


Speaking of the time of Noah, Luke 
declared: 


“*They did eat, they drank, they married 
wives, they were given in marriage, until 
the day that Noe entered into the ark, 
and the flood came, and destroyed them 
all.”” (Luke 17: 27.) 


The men and women of that gen- 
eration were unprepared and un- 
mindful of the meaning of the days 
in which they were living. Yet, 120 


years prior to that destruction, a 
warning had been given that such a 
day was coming (Gen. 6: 3). The fact 
that the Deluge came and swept them 
all away is evidence that no one except 
Noah believed that the times and 
seasons had been numbered. 
Chronological evidence and Divine 
time periods clearly indicate that the 
years of the present generation are also 
numbered. The Star Shower, a major 
astronomical warning fulfilling the 
words of Jesus that this was to occur 
prior to the end of the age, took place 
in November of 1833 a.p. Eleven 
years after that notable event the 
Second Advent Movement came into 
prominence. Basing their convictions 
upon their deductions from prophecy, 
men expected that 1844 would see the 
return of our Lord. Actually, how- 
ever, it proved to be the year that 
inaugurated the time of tarrying also 
foretold in the Prophetic Word (see 
Matt. 25: 1-13).* The end of the 
tarrying time is now at hand, for, 
seventy years later, in 1914, World 
War I was the first major signal of the 
rapid approach of the end of the age. 
It is interesting to note that the 
year 1953, which is 120 years after the

Star Shower, bisects the period of 
time from World War I in 1914, de- 
fined in the Great Pyramid as the 
beginning of the First Low Passage, 
and 1992, defined in that monument 
as the terminal of the Dead End Pas- 
sage continuing southward from the 
Subterranean Chamber. All the forces 
of evil let loose as a result of events 
set in motion by the armed conflict 
that began in 1914 will be completely 
destroyed when the year 1992, the 
terminal of the Dead End Passage, is 
reached. 

We are now poised upon the thresh- 
old of expectancy and we may look 
forward with confidence to the next 
visible demonstration of Divine power 
that will soon shine forth in the sky — 
to the Sign of the Son of man which 
is due to appear as predicted by our 
Lord. That sign will signal the sound- 
ing of the trumpet of the Lord, sum- 
moning those among the dead to arise 
who will qualify with those among the 
living to ascend to meet the Lord and 
prepare to become rulers with Him in 
His Kingdom. Following the Marriage 
Supper of the Lamb, they will return 
with Him in triumphant exaltation 
to reign, for it is those who have over- 
come all things who will sit down with 
Him in His throne just as He has sat 
down with His Father in His Throne.

not sustained by factual evidence. Apparently the Presi- 
dent but voiced the objections made in the telegram signed 
by the three clergymen, thus giving to their statements 
the official backing of the White House. There was much 
more behind it all than was suspected by the general 
public. 

The entire procedure was a sordid political trick and 
the three clergymen who signed the telegram were 
either deliberately lying or were woefully misinformed. 
If the latter, they should never have put their names to a 
telegram without investigating the facts; if the former, 
they have shown themselves unfit to hold office or represent 
the groups in which they officiate. Discredit has been 
brought upon them and their churches and the organiza- 
tion of which the three are members. 

The whole unsavory mess indicates the extent to which 
the present administration will go, even using the smear 
technique to attain its ends. How can truthful men who 
believe in the works of righteousness retain faith in a leader- 
ship, either of Church or State, that will resort to such tac- 
tics? 





cA New “Dimension, IN A LETTER just received 
from a correspondent over- 


seas (July 31, 1953), comment was made on the possible 
turn of events to follow the Great Pyramid date of August 
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20, 1953. Those watching the tremendous tensions which 
have been building up behind the scenes know there is no 
question about the importance of coming world develop- 
ments. These observations will therefore be of special in- 
terest and we are passing them on to those who are re- 
maining alert as we move on into the momentous days 
ahead: 


“I think that, barring any cataclysmic event, we shall soon 
find we are moving, as it were, in a new dimension, because new 
forces will come into operation which men know nothing about. 
Statesmen will continue to do this and that, but the net result 
will often turn out to be entirely contrary to expectations. More 
and more I expect to see idealistic and other-worldly actions 
taken, like Eisenhower’s Free Food Distribution scheme, which 
will have far-reaching repercussions beyond anything envisaged 
at the time. Even when sinister forces get to work behind the 
scenes trying to fix this and that, I think we shall find that their 
thwarting maneuvers will be used by God to praise Him in a 
way they least expect. 

“For instance, the Zionists thought they scored a great victory 
when they set up the Israeli state in 1948 and no man living felt 
more indignant than I did about it. But they really put their head 
in a noose, which will soon be pulled tight, and that will be the 
end of that. I think that, because the things which are going to 
happen will be overruled by the Unseen Presence of Christ, in a 
sense never before experienced events are going to be unpre- 
dictable as far as their final results are concerned except that we 
shall find that all that happens fits in like a jigsaw puzzle into the 
perfect symmetry of the Divine plan.” 
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N 1853 Ferrar Fenton was inspired by what appeared to be a mere 
I accident to study the Bible absolutely in its original languages 
so that he might ascertain what its writers actually said and taught.
